forcefully,  possessed  of  Ironclad  will,  while  sweeping  aside  all  obstacles 
and  hardships  that  are  encountered. 

A  people  who  have  formed  revolutionary  faith  are  invincible,  but  a  people 
who  have  not  done  so  are  powerless.  When  there  is  revolutionary  faith,  it 
is  possible  to  advance  forcefully  along  the  path  of  revolution  in  good  times 
and  bad,  but  without  it  there  is  hesitation  and  indecision  in  the  face  of 
obstacles  and  adversity,  and  ultimately  one  falls  from  the  course  of 
revolution.

[Text]  The  party  of  the  working  class  Is  the  political  weapon  for  fulfilling 
the  guiding  thought  of  the  party  created  by  the  leader.  All  party  activity 
Is  the  stiMggle  to  apply  the  guiding  thought  of  the  party,  and  the  dyeing  of 
the  entire  party  with  that  guiding  thought  represents  a  fundamental  problem 
In  party  building. 

The  great  chuche  Idea  Is  the  guiding  thought  of  our  party  and  the  Korean 
revolution,  and  the  great  thought  which  vigorously  promotes  the  historic 
movements  of  our  times. 

The  fact  that  the  immortal  chuche  idea  has  become  firmly  rooted  as  the

The  basis  of  remaking  mankind  Is  thought  remolding,  and  the  most 
important  thing  in  thought  remolding  is  to  give  people  a  revolutionary  world 
view  and  infuse  them  with  revolutionary  theory  and  method.  Only  when  people 
are  firmly  armed  with  chuche  thought  can  they  thoroughly  understand  the 
position  and  role  they  occupy  in  the  world,  and,  possessed  of  correct 
revolutionary  view  and  methodology  and  faith  of  chuche,  become  fighting 
chuche-type  revolutionaries.

This  was  an  enormous  historic  accomplishment  by  the  beloved  Comrade 
Kim  Chong- 11,  who  brilliantly  fialfllled  the  long-standing  dream  of  the  people 
to  peip)etuate  the  immortal  revolutionary  exploits  of  the  respected  and 
beloved  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  and  who  created  for  our  people  great 
revolutionary  assets  to  be  passed  on  to  successive  generations. 

Also  of  importance  in  our  party's  leadership  in  building  monumental  art 
was  the  formulation  of  our  own  creative  style  and  method  along  with  the 
creation  of  a  strong  creative  force.

Twenty  five  years  ago  the  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song, 
perceiving  the  demands  of  a  new  situation  that  had  been  created  concurrent 
with  the  great  and  historic  transformation  that  had  taJcen  place  in  our 
revolutionary  development,  went  out  to  Chongsan-ri,  which  had  been  the  most 
exemplarly  rural  unit  in  the  nation,  and  created  the  Chongsan-ri  spirit  and 
Chongsan-ri  method  which  applied  and  developed  the  revolutionary  mass  line 
in  accordance  with  the  new  reality  in  socialist  construction. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"The  Chongsan-ri  spirit  and  Chongsan-ri  method  flesh  out  and  develop  the

Glorifying 
this  meaningful  year  as  a  year  of  bumper  har*vests  is  the  noble  mission  of  our 
rural  party  organizations. 

In  order  that  this  honorable  and  noble  mission  may  be  successfully  fulfilled, 
rural  party  work  must  be  strengthened  and  the  role  of  rural  pairty  organizations 
must  be  enhanced  over  that  at  any  previous  time. 

Based  on  the  successes  and  experience  gained  through  the  great  effort  put  into 
rural  party  work  during  the  last  period,  our  party  has  clearly  delineated  the 
direction  and  methods  for  strengthening  rural  party  work  in  accordance  with 
the  demands  of  actual  development. 

What  our  party  is  requiring  is  that  the  role  of  rural  party  organizations  be 
decisively  strengthened  so  that  rural  party  work  becomes  party  work  for  the 
farmers . 

What  is  meant  by  rural  party  work  becoming  party  work  for  the  farmers  is  the 
thorough  protection  of  the  interests  of  farmers  and  the  mobilization  of  the 
creative  strength  of  agricultural  workers,  and  the  continuous  enhancement  of 
their  position  and  role  as  true  masters  of  socialist  rural  areas. 

Inasmuch  as  the  foundation  of  party  work  is  work  with  people,  woik;  with 
agricultural  workers  must  also  serve  as  the  foundation  in  rural  party  work  as 
well . 

As  defined  by  the  chuche  idea,  the  masters  of  revolution  and  construction  are 
the  masses,  and  the  power  to  propel  those  tasks  forward  also  resides  with  the 
masses.  The  party's  leadership  of  revolution  and  construction  is  in  essence 
leadership  of  the  masses.  Accordingly,  the  target  of  rural  party  work  is  the 
farmers,  and  rural  party  work  is  party  woik:  on  behalf  of  farmers.  That  rural 
party  work  become  party  work  for  farmers  is  precisely  what  our  party  today 
demands . 

In  order  to  thoroughly  implement  this  requirement  of  our  party  and  bring  about 
a  new  transformation  in  rural  party  work,  the  Chongsan-rl  spirit  and  method 
must  be  thoroughly  applied. 
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The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows; 

"Party  organizations  must  thoroughly  Implement  the  Ghongsan-ri  spirit  and 
Ghongsan-rl  method  which  apply  our  party's  traditional  work  method  and 
revolutionary  principle  of  mass  guidance,  and  bring  about  a  new  transformation 
in  party  work."  ("Collected  Works  of  Kim  Il-song"  Vol  8,  p  412) 

The  GhongScin-ri  spirit  and  method  constitute  a  work  method  created  by  the 
great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Ili^song  based  on  precious  experience  gained  while 
transforming  party  work  into  living  work  with  people  during  the  process  of 
providing  on-the-spot  guidance  at  Ghongsan-rl,  and  while  leading  rural  party 
work  to  become  party  work  for  the  farmers.  Only  by  thoroughly  applying  the 
Chongsan-rl  spirit  and  method  can  rural  party  work  become  party  work  for  the 
farmers,  and  therein  lays  a  firm  guarantee  for  bringing  about  a  new 
transformation  in  rural  party  Work. 

Of  first  importance  in  thoroughly  applying  the  Chongsan-rl  spirit  and  method 
so  that  rural  party  work  becomes  party  work  for  farmers  is  for  it  to  decisively 
do  away  with  the  old  stereotypes  of  formalism,  and  be  conducted  with  originality 
in  a  manner  suited  to  the  fundamental  reality  of  rural  areas  and  the  level  of 
preparedness  of  farmers. 

Inasmuch  as  rural  party  work  encompasses  rural  work  that  is  decentralized, 
it  has  certain  special  characteristics.  The  targets  of  rural  work  are  rural 
villages  spread  out  throughout  the  nation,  and  farm  workers  who  live  and  work 
in  small  units  at  woik  sites  spread  out  over  a  large  area. 

Rural  woik  also  has  the  characteristic  of  being  Influenced  by  nature  and  the 
seasons.  The  seasons  are  important  in  agricultural  production,  and  farming  is 
either  accomplished  or  not  accomplished  depending  on  seasonal  changes , 

In  a  tiansitional  socialist  society,  cooperative  ownership  dominates  in  the 
rural  areas,  in  contrast  with  the  cities,  and  the  ideological  and  cultural  level 
and  living  conditions  of  farm  workers  lag  behind  those  of  the  working  class. 

Rural  party  work  must  be  carried  out  by  making  allowances  for  these 
characteristics  and  realities  of  agricultural  Indus tiy  and  farming  people. 

When  party  work  is  performed  in  a  humdrum  or  formalistic  manner  using  the 
stereotypes  of  fixed  rules,  without  consideration  being  given  to  the  fundamental 
reality  of  rural  life  or  the  level  of  preparedness  and  characteristics  of 
farm  people,  party  work  cannot  be  transformed  into  work  with  farmers  and  party 
work  for  farmers,  and  no  results  can  be  achieved. 

If  theire  is  to  be  party  work  that  boldly  wipes  out  the  stereotypes  of  formalism 
that  remain  in  rural  party  work,  and  becomes  rural  party  work  for  farmers  that 
conforms  to  the  fundamental  realities  of  rural  areas  and  to  the  level  of 
preparedness  and  characteristics  of  farmers,  all  party  functionaries  must  make 
it  a  part  of  their  lives  to  go  down  among  the  farming  people  in  accordance  with 
the  demands  of  the  Ghongsan-rl  spirit  and  Chongsan-rl  method. 
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To  always  go  down  and  work  and  live  ajnong  the  masses  is  the  obligation  of 
party  functionaries .  Only  when  party  functionaries  go  down  among  the  farmers 
in  the  manner  of  anti-Japanese  guerrillas  can  they  directly  meet  and  work  with 
them,  and  carry  out  indoctrination  of  them  in  a  manner  suited  to  thier 
characteristics.  In  addition,  it  is  only  when  they  go  out  that  they  can 
come  to  a  concrete  and  comprehensive  understanding  of  the  situation  and 
establish  correct  methods  for  solving  problems,  and  vigorously  organize  and 
mobilize  farmers  to  the  Implementation  of  party  policy. 

In  order  to  apply  the  Ghongsan-ri  spirit  and  method  and  systematize  the  going 
below  of  party  functionaries,  our  party  established  the  most  correct  lower 
level  guidance  system. 

Provincial,  city  and  county  party  functionaries  who  are  responsible  for  guiding 
rural  party  work  must  systematize  their  trips  to  the  field  in  accordance  with 
the  lower  level  guidance  system  established  by  the  party. 

To  understand  the  reality  experienced  by  the  masses  and  talk  with  them, 
establish  correct  measures  and  have  those  above  help  those  below  constitute 
a  mode  of  action  that  must  be  thoroughly  adhered  to  by  functionaries  who  go 
below.  The  key  objective  for  functionaries  in  going  below  is  that  of  coming 
to  a  concrete  understanding  of  lower  iinits  in  order  to  teach  and  help  those 
below,  and  to  thoroughly  Implement  party  policy  based  on  the  invincible  strength 
and  wisdom  of  the  masses. 

When  party  functionaries  go  below  it  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  with 
a  few  responsible  functionaries  of  a  given  -unit  and  then  come  back  up,  but 
rather  to  meet  with  the  farmers  and  participate  in  party  cell  meetings,  and 
to  deeply  and  comprehensively  research  ways  of  finding  correct  methods  for 
solving  problems  that  reflect  concrete  reality,  and  solve  problems  that  crop 
up  and  handle  the  concerns  and  needs  of  lower  level  fiinctionarles  and  farmers 
in  a  timely  manner. 

Party  work  is  woik  with  people  and  political  work,  and  giving  political  woric 
priority  in  all  work  is  one  of  the  fundamental  requirements  of  the  Chongsan-ri 
method. 

When  going  below,  party  functionaries  must  energetically  launch  political  work 
among  farmers  using  a  variety  of  styles  and  methods. 

The  objective  of  political  work  is  to  indoctrinate  and  mobilize  the  masses  so 
that  they  successfully  carry  out  the  revolutionary  tasks  given  to  them. 

Party  fimctlonarles  must  first  of  all  launch  offensive-type  political  work  to 
make  farmers  positively  rush  forward  to  carrying  out  agricultural  production 
and  the  technical  revolution,  possessed  of  the  high  political  consciousness 
that  they  are  the  responsible  masters  of  the  nation’s  rice  bowl. 

At  the  same  time,  they  must  correctly  incorporate  material  incentives  with 
politico-moral  incentives  in  a  manner  suited  to  the  level  of  preparedness  and 
characteristics  of  the  farmers,  so  as  to  properly  carry  out  organizational 
political  work  to  increase  their  productive  zeal. 
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In  the  demands  and  interests  of  people  is  found  that  which  comprises  their 
political  and  economic  existence.  If  these  demands  and  interests  of  people 
are  disregarded  in  the  socialist  society,  which  is  the  lowest  stage  of 
communism,  their  productive  zeal  cannot  be  increased. 

Our  pa2?ty  and  state  have  adoped  various  measures  to  stimulate  the  productive 
zeal  of  farmers  and  improve  their  standard  of  living. 

Rural  party  functionaries  must  correctly  understand  the  justness  and 
significance  of  these  measures  adopted  by  party  and  state  and  eliminate  any 
tendency  to  observe  one  of  them  but  not  the  others,  and  properly  carry  out 
their  work  in  a  manner  suited  to  the  concrete  reality  of  their  own  imlt  so 
that  the  measures  adopted  by  party  and  state  can  better  show  their  worth. 

For  functionaries  to  responsibly  look  after  the  lives  of  the  people  is  a 
fundamental  requirement  of  the  Chongsan-ri  spirit,  and  one  of  the  key  elements 
in  political  work. 

Our  party  is  today  devoting  its  all  to  creating  a  more  prosperous  and  happy 
life  for  our  f aimers.  In  order  for  the  warm  love  and  concern  focused  by  the 
party  on  our  farmers  to  achieve  their  potential,  rural  party  functionaries 
must  carry  out  all  work  from  the  position  of  being  totally  responsible,  along 
with  administrative  economic  functionaries,  for  the  well-being  of  farmers,  and 
thereby  fully  discharge  their  mission  as  servants  to  the  people. 

Possessed  of  the  correct  awareness  that  the  work  of  improving  the  people’s 
standard  of  living  and  serving  them  is  what  is  involved  in  political  work, 
rural  party  functionaries  must  strive  day  and  night  to  eliminate  even  the 
slightest  inconvenience  from  the  lives  of  farmers  and  to  make  their  lives 
more  plentiful. 

Adhering  to  the  party’s  agricultural  policy  and  devoting  all  efforts  to  its 
thorough  implementation  is  an  Important  means  of  applying  the  Ghongsan-rl 
spirit  and  method  in  order  to  bring  about  a  new  transformation  in  rural  pajrty 
work. 

Through  his  historic  on-the-spot  guidance  at  Congsan-ri,  the  great  leader 
Comrade  Kim  Il-song  demonstrated  a  model  of  the  leadership  method  of  adhering 
to  cardinal  tasks,  and  taught  that  work  should  not  be  decentralized  on 
cooperative  farms  and  that  efforts  should  be  concentrated  on  farming. 

The  cardinal  task  of  rural  party  work  is  that  of  thoroughly  Implementing  our 
party's  agricultural  policy,  and  thereby  bringing  about  continuous  upsurges 
in  agricultural  production.  Thorough  implementation  of  the  party’s  agricultural 
policy  is  the  cardinal  task  and  lifeline  that  must  be  adhered  to  in  rural 
party  work.  If  this  central  theme  is  lost  in  rural  party  work  and  it  gets 
bogged  down  in  petty  or  secondary  problems,  farmers  cannot  be  vigorously  led 
to  the  struggle  to  increase  agricultural  production. 

Rural  party  organizations  should  focus  party  concern  so  that  there  is  no 
tendency  to  launch  work  helter-skelter  or  to  have  farm  worfcers  not  concentrate 
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on  farming,  and  should  give  greatest  weight  to  implementing  the  teaching  of 
the  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  and  the  instructions  of 
the  party  in  their  own  sectors,  and  vigorously  launch  party  work. 

If  party  work  is  to  be  correctly  developed  in  order  to  firmly  adhere  to  the 
party's  agricultural  policy  and  thoroughly  implement  it,  party  organizations 
and  functionaries  in  rural  areas  should  perform  their  work  using  party  methods 
and  political  methods.  Only  by  so  doing  can  political  guidance  and  policy 
guidance  over  raxal  work  be  correctly  fulfilled. 

Whenever  new  party  policy  is  established,  rural  party  organizations  should 
intensively  discuss  it  in  a  timely  manner  and  establish  the  direction  and 
methods  for  carrying  it  out.  In  pairtlcular,  rural  pairty  functionaries  must 
decisively  eliminate  the  work  attitude  of  e3q)edientialism,  whereby  tasks 
coming  down  from  above  are  passed  on  down  below  without  any  research,  and 
should  allocate  all  work  having  established  a  methodology  that  conforms  to  the 
fundamental  reality  of  the  unit  concerned  in  order  to  thoroughly  implement 
party  policy.  Rural  party  organizations  and  functionaries  must  also  launch 
annihilation  battles  once  work  has  been  allocated  so  as  to  implement  party 
policy,  and  supervise  organizational  political  work  in  order  to  carry  it  out 
to  completion,  and  at  the  same  time  thoroughly  monitor  the  status  of 
implementation  of  party  policy. 

In  order  to  thoroughly  apply  the  Ghongsan-ri  spirit  and  method  in  bringing 
about  a  new  transformation  in  rural  party  work,  all  rural  party  functionaries 
should  Improve  their  political  and  administrative  level  to  the  next  stage. 

People  perform  work  based  on  what  they  know.  Likewise,  only  when  functionaries 
are  at  a  high  level  in  terms  of  Chongsan-rl  spirit  and  attitude  are  they  able 
to  not  only  fully  master  their  demands,  but  also  to  skillfully  utilize  them 
in  accordance  with  the  fundamental  situation  of  party  work.  Today,  when  the 
situation  is  rapidly  developing,  if  one's  head  is  empty,  level  of  method 
insufficient  and  abilities  lacking,  it  is  not  possible  to  avoid  subjectivism, 
bureaucratism  and  formalism  in  work.  Only  when  party  functionaries  devote 
everything  to  party  and  revolution  and  possess  both  the  ideological  awamess 
and  the  high  level  of  skill  to  struggle  to  do  so  can  they  fully  Implement  the 
plan  and  Intent  of  the  party,  and  correctly  mobilize  the  masses  using  skilled 
leadership  art  so  as  to  boldly  and  effectively  launch  all  work. 

All  pajrty  functionaries  entrusted  with  rural  party  work  must  fight  fiercely 
to  fully  grasp  the  immortal  chuche  idea  and  the  leadership  methodology  of 
chuche  which  embodies  it,  and  in  particular  to  thoroughly  master  the  great 
leader  work  method. 

Ruiral  work  is  extremely  difficult  and  complex  work. 

In  order  to  correctly  develop  rural  party  work,  one  must  possess  a  deep 
knowledge  of  party  work  with  which  to  effectively  work  with  farmers  in  a  manner 
suited  to  their  characteristics .  Rural  party  functionaries  must  deeply  study 
the  principles  of  chuche  party  work  and  solidify  them  through  the  process  of 
practical  party  work.  In  order  to  improve  the  level  of  party  woik  of  rural 
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party ^functionaries,  reference  materials  should  be  provided  to  them  and 
training  workshops  and  the  like  frequently  organized  so  that  they  learn  the 
methods  of  practical  party  work  from  A  to  Z. 

In  order  to  correctly  develop  rural  party  work  all  party  functionaries  in  rural 
areas  must  also  strive  to  possess  knowledge  of  agricultural  science  and 
technology^ and  of  cooperative  farm  management  and  administration,  including 
chuche  agricultural  methods.  Only  by  so  doing  can  party  work  be  correctly 
combined  with  economic  work  so  that  party  guidance  over  agricultural  work  can 
be  fully  guaranteed. 

It  is  ^portant  to  enhance  the  role  of  party  responsible  functionaries  in 
improving  the  skills  of  rural  party  functionaries. 

The^Ghongsan-rl  method  is  a  powerful  woik  method  that  makes  it  possible  to 
rapidly  improve  the  political  and  administrative  level  of  functionaries. 
S^ctlonaries  of  upper  level  organs,  and  in  particular  party  responsible 
functionaries,  should  show  concern  for  lower  level  functionaries  from  the 
position  of  central  organs  helping  provincial,  provincial  helping  county  and 
county  helping  rl  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  the  Chongsan-rl  method, 
and  should  do  a  good  job  of  teaching  them  the  work  fundamentals  for  implementing 
party  policy. 

The  position  and  ixile  of  county  party  committees  are  extremely  important  in 
thoroughly  applying  the  Ghongsan-ri  spirit  and  method  so  as  to  bring  about 
a  new  transformation  in  rural  party  work. 

The  county  party  committee  is  the  lowest  level  guidance  organ  of  our  party  and

Therefore,  the  success  or  failure  of  rural  party  work  depends 
in  no  small  measure  on  the  role  of  the  county  party  committee. 

If  the  county  party  committee  is  to  fully  perform  its  role  as  the  lowest  level 
party  guidance  organ  that  directly  guides  rural  party  organizations,  it  must 
perform  its  work  using  revolutionary  work  systems  and  methods  established  on 
the  basis  of  the  Ghongsan-rl  spirit  arid  method.  All  county  party 
functionaries  must  go  out  directly  to  the  villages  to  organize  work  and 
propagandize  pairty  policy,  and  at  the  same  time  plant  seed  with  their  own 
hands  and  help  bring  in  the  harvest. 

In  order  to  improve  county  party  work  and  enhance  its  role,  administrative 
work  methods  must  be  decisively  overhauled. 


Working  by  given  orders  and  instructions  is  not  party  work.  The  foundation  of 
party  work  is  not  found  in  methods  of  domination,  but  rather  in  persuasion 

County  party  functionaries  must  persuade  people  and  point 
out  the  correct  path  to  them  no  matter  how  complex  or  difficult  the  task.  They

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BALANCE  BETWEEN  PRODUCTION  AND  TRANSPORTATION  IS  A  PREREQUISITE  FOR  RAPID 
ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT

[Text]  We  are  today  faced  with  the  honorable  task  of  upholding  the  militant 
tasks  set  forth  by  the  great  leader  Comiade  Kim  Il-song  in  his  new  year's 
address  and  the  decisions  of  the  lOth  Plenum  of  the  6th  Party  Central 
Committee,  and  of  further  improving  economic  linkages  in  all  sectors,  so  as 
to  bring  about  continuous  upsurges  in  the  struggle  to  fulfill  this  year's 
economic  plan. 

Of  importance  in  normalizing  production  at  a  high  level  at  the  present  time 
and  maintaining  a  high  rate  of  speed  in  economic  development  is  to  give  firm 
priority  to  transportation  and  fully  satisfy  the  increasing  demands  of  the 
people's  economy  for  transportation. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"Production  is  transportation  and  transportation  is  production.  Without  fully 
solving  the  transportation  problem  production  cannot  be  normalized  in  various 
sectors  of  the  people's  economy,  and  production  and  construction  cannot  be 
rapidly  developed,"  ("Collected  Works  of  Kim  Il-song"  Vol  8,  p  360) 

Putting  effort  into  transportation  is  a  fundamental  requirement  arising  in 
socialist  economic  construction,  and  constitutes  a  guarantee  for  maintaining  a 
rational  balance  between  production  and  transportation. 

Throughout  the  course  of  leading  socialist  economic  construction  our  party  has 
always  put  much  effort  into  transportation,  and  has  firmly  organized  and 
supervised  this  sector  so  that  such  forms  of  transportation  as  the  railroads 
could  fully  perfoim  their  mission  and  role  as  the  driving  force  behind  the 
people's  economy.  Today,  in  order  to  further  accelerate  the  socialist 
economic  construction  that  is  being  vigorously  launched  on  a  tremendously 
large  scale  throughout  the  nation,  maintenance  of  a  rational  balance  between 
production  and  transportation  is  a  major  requirement. 
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In  socialist  economic  construction,  production  and  transportation  are  carried 
out  as  part  of  a  unified  process  in  which  the  one  cannot  be  separated  from  the 
other. 

The  process  of  socialist  production  is  a  process  in  which  raw  materials  are 
extracted  and  processed  and  their  location  changed.  Transportation  is  one  of 
the  forms  of  social  division  of  labor  that  takes  charge  of  movement  of  such 
products  as  raw  materials  and  resources  through  the  continuous  process  of 
production,  Without  transportation  production  would  be  inconceivable,  and 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  modem  production  unaccompanied  by  transportation. 

In  a  socialist  society  normal  production  activity  is  predicated  on  a  comrect 
balance  between  production  and  transportation,  and  that  becomes  an  even  more 
important  problem  as  social  division  of  labor  develops  and  production  continues 
to  grow. 

Essentially,  a  co2n:ect  balance  between  production  and  transportation  means  to 
maintain  a  more  positive  balance  between  the  various  sectors  of  the  people's 
economy  and  the  links  in  the  chain  of  reproduction,  and  to  achieve  a  continuous 
high  rate  of  speed  in  socialist  economic  construction.  This  balance,  which  is 
not  a  balance  between  a  few  individual  sectors  but  a  balance  that  encompasses 
the  comprehensive  and  overall  character  of  development  of  the  people's 
economy,  constitutes  a  key  predonditlon  for  correctly  establishing  equilibrium 
between  heavy  industry  and  light  industry  and  for  tying  together  Industry  with 
agricultural  industry,  as  well  as  for  creating  organic  linkages  among 
production,  distribution,  exchange  and  consumption  and  for  establishing 
equilibrium  within  sectors.  Only  by  establishing  correct  balance  between 
production  and  transportation  can  a  balance  that  is  a  positive  and  motive  force 
be  maintained  between  various  sectors  of  the  people's  economy,  as  well  as 
between  the  links  in  the  chain  of  reproduction, 

A  fundamental  requirement  arising  in  maintaining  a  correct  balance  between 
production  and  transportation  is  that  of  giving  firm  priority  to  transportation 
over  production.  Giving  priority  to  transportation  over  production  means  to 
rapidly  develop  transportation  so  as  to  fully  satisfy  the  constantly  Increasing 
demands  of  the  people's  economy  for  transportation.  In  other  words,  it  is  the 
giving  of  priority  in  terms  of  time  to  the  creation  of  transportation  capacity 
over  growth  in  production,  and  the  material  satisfaction  of  the  increasing 
demands  for  transportation. 

Although  there  is  some  degree  of  latitude  depending  on  the  concrete  situation 
in  economic  construction,  given  the  position  occupied  by  transportation  in 
socialist  economic  constinictlon  and  the  role  played  by  transportation  in  the 
overall  economic  development,  giving  firm  priority  to  transportation  over 
production  in  attaining  a  balance  between  production  and  transportation  is  a 
necessary  requirement. 

Balance  between  production  and  transportation  reflects  the  linkage  between 
the  demand  for  transportation  created  by  continuous  increases  in  production 
and  the  transportation  capacity  to  fully  satisfy  it.  That  being  the  case, 
giving  priority  to  and  creating  transportation  capacity  at  a  level  where  the 
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demands  for  transportation  that  Increase  as  the  economy  grows  can  be  met  is 
a  key  component  of  the  principles  of  the  socialist  economy,  and  is  a  consistent 
principle  that  must  be  adhered  to  throughout  the  process  of  socialist  and 
communist  economic  development. 

Maintaining  a  correct  balance  between  production  and  transportation  based  on 
the  principle  of  giving  priority  to  transportation  first  of  all  constitutes 
a  key  req.uirement  for  normalizing  production  at  factories  and  enterprises. 

The  socialist  economy  is  an  organic  entity  that  develops  in  a  unified  manner 
within  the  scope  of  the  entire  society.  In  a  socialist  society,  economic 
sectors,  factories  and  entei:prise  mesh  closely  together  and  there  is  an 
extremely  high  level  of  specialization  and  cooperation.  Inasmuch  as  the  units 
and  links  in  the  chain  of  production  are  tied  closely  together,  the  q^uestlon 
of  how  the  cyclic  process  of  reproduction  is  to  be  effected  depends  in  great 
part  on  the  manner  in  which  such  products  as  raw  materials  and  resources  are 
gotten  from  one  place  to  another.  Of  course  the  economic  linkages  between 
units  and  sectors  of  the  people's  economy  and  between  factories  and  enterprises 
are  planned  under  the  unitary  guidance  of  the  state,  but  in  reality  they  are 
determined  by  how  such  products  as  raw  materials  and  resources  are  transported 
and  supplied.  Only  by  continuously  provldingthe  raw  materials  and  resources 
that  make  up  the  basic  ingredients  of  production  to  factories  and  enteiprlses, 
and  by  continuously  transporting  finished  products  to  their  end  users,  can 
mutual  close  ties  be  maintained  between  all  sectors  and  units  of  the  people's 
economy  and  production  grow. 

By  assuring  timely  freight  transport  in  accordance  with  cooperative  production 
planning  so  that  correct  production  and  consumption  linkages  are  established 
between  sectors  of  the  people's  economy  and  factories  and  enterprises, 
communications  and  transportation  contribute  positively  to  promoting  the 
cyclic  process  of  reproduction*  When  the  reproduction  process  is  being 
accelerated,  an  important  problem  is  that  of  forecasting  and  creating  a 
transportation  capacity,  based  on  scientific  calculation  of  the  transportation 
needs  and  prospects  for  development  of  factories  and  enterprises,  capable  of 
fully  satisfying  increasing  transportation  requirements. 

Under  circumstances  where  our  factories  and  enterprises  have  been  provided 
with  a  solid  material  and  technical  foundation,  certain  manufacturing  processes 
can  be  modified  and  transportation  capacity  substantially  increased  within  a 
short  period  of  time.  Only  by  continuously  adding  on  transportation  capacity 
to  the  rapidly  Increasing  production  capacity  can  production  be  carried  out 
in  a  continuous  manner  in  all  factories  and  enterprises,  and  harmonious 
development  be  achieved  on  a  national  scope  in  the  economy.  The  work  of 
creating  new  transportation  capacity,  however,  can  be  successfully  pushed 
forward  only  when  enormous  quantities  of  materials  and  equipment.  Including 
steel  and  cement,  are  provided  by  other  sectors  in  the  people's  economy. 

When  effort  is  put  into  the  communications  and  transportation  sector  on  a 
daily  basis  in  conformance  with  the  principle , of  giving  firm  priority  to 
transportation,  so  that  transportation  capacity  is  provided  in  a  planned  manner, 
production  can  be  normalized  in  all  sectors  and  a  continuous  high  rate  of 
speed  can  be  maintained  in  economic  development. 
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Maintaining  a  correct  balance  between  production  and  transportation  based  on 
the  principle  of  giving  priority  to  transportation  is  also  a  pressing 
requirement  in  successfully  carrying  out  the  enormous  economic  tasks  that 
confront  us  today. 

Under  the  wise  leadership  of  our  party  socialist  economic  construction  in  our 
nation  is  today  being  vigorously  pushed  forward,  with  the  result  that  the 
overall  scope  of  the  nation's  economy  has  expanded  at  an  unprecedented  rate 
and  the  tofrastructure  has  been  further  completed,  and  the  productive  and 
consumptive  interrelationships  between  sectors  of  the  people's  economy  and 
between  regions  have  become  even  more  complex, 

¥e  must  move  this  enormous-scale  socialist  economy  forward  harmoniously  while 
at  the  sajne  time  continuing  to  exert  great  effort  in  the  Komdok,  Musan,  Anju 
and  Hyesan  regions,  so  as  to  Increase  production  of  non-ferrous  metals,  iron 
ore  and  coal,  and  to  more  vigorously  launch  the  struggle  to  advance  the 

10  prospective  targets  of  socialist  economic  construction  for  the  IQSO's  in 
all  sectors . 

If  the  10  prospective  targets  of  socialist  economic  construction  are  to  be 
fulfilled,  given  their  unprecedented  scope,  by  the  end  of  the  1980's  the  total 
volume  of  industrial  production  will  have  undergone  a  3.1-fold  Increase 
compared  to  I98O,  and  a  1000-fold  increase  compared  to  1946,  In  order  to 
fulfill  these ^targets,  transportation  capacity  must  be  substantially  increased 
over  what  it  is  now.  If  we  are  to  occupy  the  15  million  ton  steel  height  and 
the  1.5  million  ton  non-ferrous  metals  height  we  will  have  to  move  millions  of 
tons  of  cargo.  In  order  to  successfully  meet  this  enormous  demand  for 
transportation,  the  material  and  technological  foundation  of  the  transportation 
sector  must  be  strengthened  and  transportation  capacity  tremendously 
increased.  In  particular,  new  rail  track  must  be  laid  and  the  traction  ratio 
of  electric  locomotives  further  increased . 

successfully  meet  the  enormous  need  for  ti^ansportation  arising  in 
prospective  targets  of  socialist  economic  construction, 
efforts ^ must  be  concentrated  on  the  communications  and  transportation  sector, 
and  decisive  priority  given  to  this  sector. 

Of  first  importance  in  maintaining  a  correct  balance  between  production  and 
transportation  based  on  the  principle  of  given  firm  priority  to  transportation 
IS  the  proper  handling  of  transportation  organization  and  command. 

At  the  10th  Plenum  of  the  6th  Party  Central  Committee  the  work  of  transportation 
organization  was  established  as  a  key  link  in  normalization  of  production  and 
the  successful  carrying  out  of  people's  economy  planning,  and  as  an  Important 
task  that  must  be  axihered  to  in  Improving  socialist  economic  planning,  and 
functionaries  and  party  members  and  workers  of  this  sector  were  vigorously 
called  to  the  struggle  to  do  so. 

Proper  handling  of  transportation  organization  and  command  is  the  extremely 
mporrtant  economic  organizational  work  of  effectively  utilizing  existing 
transportation  capacity  in  order  to  fully  satisfy  the  rising  demand  for 
transportation. 
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The  material  and  technical  foundation  of  the  treinsportatlon  sector  that  was 
created  through  the  self-reliance  and  hard  work  of  our  working  class  under  the 
wise  leadership  of  the  party  Is  extremely  powerful  and  Its  potential  beyond 
calculation.  Under  sue  conditions,  when  transportation  organizational  work 
and  command  Is  properly  planned  and  supervised,  the  existing  transportation 
capacity  can  be  more  effectively  utilized  and  more  cargo  carried. 

Transportation  plans  must  be  established  In  the  communications  and  transportation 
sector  that  conform  to  the  requirements  of  making  plans  unified  and  detailed 
and  based  on  precise  calculation  of  need  and  capacity,  and  then  meshed 
together,  so  that  such  Irrational  transportation  practices  as  duplicate  cargo 
transportation  and  repltltlve  loading  and  off-loading  of  the  same  cargo  are 
eliminated,  and  planning  discipline  strictly  enforced. 

In  addition,  an  orderly  system  of  command  and  control  that  functions  through 
unified  directives  must  be  established,  along  with  strong  discipline  and  strict 
system  and  order  by  which  all  work  Is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  regulations,  so  that  all  work  Is  systematized  and  regularized 
per  the  demands  of  the  Taean  work  system. 

Specifically,  functionaries  of  the  communications  and  transportation  sector 
must  be  highly  responsible  and  correctly  organize  centralized  transportation 
and  container  transportation,  and  preplan  and  supervise  combined  transportation 
organizations,  so  as  to  correctly  mesh  together  rail,  truck  and  boat  transport 
and  make  maximum  effective  use  of  the  means  of  transportation. 

Also  of  Importance  In  correctly  maintaining  balance  between  production  and 
transportation  based  on  the  principle  of  giving  firm  priority  to  transportation 
Is  the  increasing  of  transportation  capacity. 

Increasing  transportation  capacity  Is  Important  work  in  creating  overall 
conditions  favorable  to  fully  satisfying  the  needs  of  the  people's  economy  for 
transportation.  If  not  for  the  work  of  Increasing  transportation  capacity, 
the  Issue  of  giving  transportation  priority  over  production  would  be 
inconceivable,  and  no  thought  could  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  correct 
balance  between  production  and  transportation. 

In  order  to  increase  transportation  capacity,  priority  effort  must  be  placed 
in  increasing  the  transportation  capacity  of  the  railroads,  which  are  the  most 
Important  means  of  transportation  in  our  nation.  There  must  be  continued 
acceleration  of  rail  electrification  so  that  rail  electrification  will  be 
completed  within  a  few  years,  production  of  electric  locomotives  and  rolling 
stock  must  be  increased,  and  the  means  of  transportation  and  transportation 
equipment  must  be  made  heavy  duty,  high-speed  and  automated. 

At  the  same  time,  double  tracking,  loop  lines  and  connecting  lines  must  be 
newly  installed  on  line  segments  where  passage  capacity  Is  restricted,  and 
the  laying  of  track  in  the  northern  area  accelerated,  so  as  to  further 
complete  the  nation's  rail  system. 

Along  with  rail  transportation,  truck  and  marine  transportation  must  be  further 
developed  and  combined  transport  using  trucks,  rail  and  boats  strengthened. 
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The  development  of  conduit,  conveyor  and  cableway  transportation  is  an 
effective  means  of  solving  the  transportation  problem.  Various  transport 
conduits,  including  ore  concentrate  transport  conduits,  and  belt  conveyors 
and  cableways  should  be  built  in  volume  and  widely  applied  throughout  various 
sectors  of  the  people's  economy. 

In  order  to  correctly  maintain  a  balance  between  production  and  transportation 
based  on  the  principle  of  giving  firm  priority  to  transportation  over 
production,  it  is  vital  that  the  support  of  the  entire  party,  the  whole 
nation  and  all  the  people  for  the  transportation  sector  be  strengthened. 

Railroads  are  the  arteries  of  the  nation  and  the  driving  force  behind  the 
people's  economy. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  any  sector  or  unit  of  the  people's  economy  that 
fails  to  use  the  railroads  or  draws  away  from  rail  transport  cannot  produce. 
Concentrating  effort  on  development  of  rail  transportaion  in  all  sectors  is 
important  work  for  handling  the  production  and  construction  of  their  own 
sector  better. 

Expansion  of  the  railroads  throughout  the  nation  is  closely  tied  to  the 
standard  of  living  of  the  people  and  assures  convenience  in  their  lives.  Being 
of  assistance  to  the  railroads  is  a  reaonable  obligation  for  us  all,  and  for 
all  sectors  and  units  is  the  responsible  work  of  looking  upon  it  as  one's  own 
job  and  focusing  deep  concern  upon  it. 

When  the  entire  party,  the  whole  nation  and  all  the  people  step  forward  and 
vigorously  support  the  railroads  the  result  is  a  solid  guarantee  for  solving 
strains  on  transportation  and  maintaining  a  balance  between  production  and 
transportation. 

The  functionaries,  party  members  and  workers  of  all  sectors,  from  such  central 
organs  as  the  State  Administration  Cornell  and  the  ministries  to  factories  and 
enterprises,  must  possess'  the  firm  awareness  that  production  is  transportation 
and  transpoirtation ■ is  production  and  focus  deep  concern  on  the  transportation 
tasks  they  have  been  assigned  as  well  as  on  solving  transportation  problems, 
and  more  vigorously  launch  the  work  of  taking  care  of  the  weak  links  in  the 
transportation  chain  and  associated  problems.  Factories  and  enterprises  with 
spur  lines  should  supervise  them  properly  and  positively  plan  cargo  loading 
and  unloading  operations  so  as  to  reduce  freight  car  down  time  to  the  minimum. 

The  party  requires  that  the  entire  party,  the  whole  nation  and  all  the  people 
step  forward  and  firmly  advance  rail  transportation.  Just  as  they  have 
positively  assisted  railroads  in  the  past  and  successfully  solved  the  problem 
of  strained  transportation,  everyone  should  positively  support  the  railroads 
with  material,  technology  and  manpower. 

All  functionaries,  party  members  and  workers  must  assure  a  positive  balance  in 
production  and  transportation  so  as  to  fully  satisfy  the  increasing  demand  for 
transportation,  and  thereby  advance  the  overall  economic  development  of  the 
nation  and  contribute  positively  to  the  advancement  of  the  10  prospective 
targets  of  socialist  economic  construction.

What  is  important  in  pushing  ahead  with  our 
people's  struggle  to  glorify  this  meaningful  year  with  proud  victory  in  social¬ 
ist  construction  and  to  attain  the  grand  10  major  prospective  targets  of  the 
1980' s  is  to  correctly  enforce  the  independent  economic  accounting  system, 
thereby  scientifically  and  systematically  preplanning  and  supervising  economic 
management . 

Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  member  of  the  Political  Bureau  Presidium  and  secretary 
of  the  WPK  Central  Committee,  has  noted:  "The  independent  economic  accounting 
system  is  a  superior  economic  management  method  that  conforms  to  the  transition¬ 
al  characteristic  and  nature  of  socialist  society.

One  of  the  matters,  which  a  party  of  the  working  class  should  resolve  in  lead¬ 
ing  socialist  eocnomic  construction  is  to  put  forth  economic  management  methods 
that  conform  to  the  intrinsic  superiority  and  characteristic  of  this  society 
and  correctly  embody  those  methods.  In  this  way,  one  can  manage  the  socialist 
economy  most  scientifically  and  rationally  while  successfully  overcoming  all 
biased  tendencies  which  might  appear  in  economic  management. 

In  socialist  society,  productivity  has  not  yet  been  developed  at  a  high  growth 
level,  the  remnants  of  out-moded  Ideologies  still  remain  in  the  heads  of  people, 
and  labor  cannot  be  regarded  as  the  primary  demand  in  life  as  in  communist 
society.  Because  of  the  transitional  characteristic  of  socialist  society, 
state- run  enterprises  have  relative  individuality  in  terms  of  management.  Al¬ 
though  they  are  all  state-owned  enterprises,  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  use 
accounting  for  the  exchange  of  equivalents  in  transactions  among  them.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  when  one  possesses  the  economic  management  method  of  strictly  using 
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accounting  for  exchange  of  equivalents  with  relative  individuality  in  manage¬ 
ment,  one  can  give  impetus  to  and  push  ahead  with  the  management  activities  of 
plants  and  enterprises  and  actively  accelerate  economic  construction.  The  inde¬ 
pendent  economic  accounting  system  is  the  economic  management  method  reflecting 
such  a  demand  of  socialist  society. 

The  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  a  rational  method  of  managing  and 
operating  the  socialist  economy  and  is  a  superior  economic  management  method 
which  conforms  to  the  transitional  characteristic  and  nature  of  socialist 
society. 

The  independent  economic  accounting  system,  which  is  a  rational  and  superior 
economic  management  method,  is  based  on  the  principle  of  taking  Interest  in 
materials  and  is  premised  on  utilization  of  the  law  of  value  in  the  management 
and  operation  of  the  economy.  Because  state-run  enterprises  have  individuality 
in  management,  they  make  the  most  of  the  means  of  value  in  production  and  the 
distribution  of  production  means,  and  take  deep  interest  politically,  morally, 
and  materially  in  the  fulfillment  of  state  plans  and  the  rational  utilization 
of  social  labor.  The  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  the  economic 
management  method  of  calculating  and  evaluating  the  process  and  result  of  man¬ 
agement  activities  by  making  the  best  of  means  of  value  and  of  distributing 
relevant  things  and  guaranteeing  the  state  accumulation  according  to  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  the  fulfillment  of  state  plans. 

The  independent  economic  accounting  system  has  its  own  intrinsic  demand. 

The  demand  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  that,  firs^t  of  all, 
enterprises  assume  total  responsibility  to  the  state  for  the  successful  ful¬ 
fillment  of  the  plans  of  people's  economy. 

The  sacred  duty  and  matter-of-course  mission  of  all  enterprises  using  the  inde¬ 
pendent  economic  accounting  system  are  to  completely  accomplish  the  tasks  re¬ 
flected  in  the  plans  of  people's  economy  by  carrying  out  management  activities 
with  relative  individuality  in  terms  of  management  and  with  state-supplied 
labor,  production  means,  and  money.  When  all  enterprises  using  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system  smoothly  fulfill  such  a  duty,  we  can  thoroughly  em¬ 
body  the  principle  of  the  state's  centralized  and  planned  management  in  econom¬ 
ic  management;  develop  the  general  people's  economy  quickly;  and  highly  display 
the  superiority  of  the  socialist  economic  system. 

The  demand  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  that  it  totally 
serve  to  give  Impetus  to  production  and  smoothing  the  production  activities. 

Production  activities  are  the  basic  activities  of  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system.  As  the  goal  of  utilizing  material  stimulation  and  means 
of  value  is  to  carry  out  production  well,  the  utilization  of  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system,  as  an  economic  lever,  is  also  aimed  at  smoothing 
production.  Thus,  we  should  solve  all  methodological  problems  in  conformity 
with  smooth  production  activities  at  plants  and  enterprises  without  hindering 
production. 
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Another  important  demand  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  that 
it  make  both  ends  meet  and  give  profits  to  the  state  under  any  conditions. 

The  demand  to  make  both  ends  meet  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  phenomenon  of 
giving  no  heed  to  the  fulfillment  of  index-by- index  plans  for  goods,  while 
giving  priority  to  money.  One  of  the  important  demands  of  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system  is  to  guarantee  profitability  while  fulfilling  pro¬ 
duction  plans  according  to  goods  indices  even  under  any  disadvantageous  circum¬ 
stances  and  to  maintain  the  balance  between  income  and  outgo  on  the  basis  of 
the  principle  of  increasing  income  more  than  plans  and  reducing  outgo  while 
always  making  meticulous  calculation  in  management  activities. 

Correctly  enforcing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  arises  as  a 
very  important  question  in  socialist  economic  construction. 

This,  above  all,  is  linked  with  the  fact  that  correct  enforcement  of  the  inde¬ 
pendent  economic  accounting  system  makes  it  possible  to  correctly . combine  the 
state  interests  with  the  interests  of  the  producing  masses. 

The  state  interests  and  the  interests  of  the  producing  masses  are  closely  linked 
with  each  other  in  socialist  society,  in  which  the  working  popular  masses  are 
the  masters  of  state  sovereignty  and  the  means  of  production  and  in  which  all 
things  in  the  society  serve  the  working  popular  masses.  While  the  state  in¬ 
terests,  as  the  Interests  of  the  whole  society,  reflect  the  prospective  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  working  people,  the  interests  of  the  producing  masses,  as  individual 
interests  of  the  working  people — members  of  the  society—are  aimed  at  meeting 
their  immediate  demands  in  living.  In  essence,  the  state's  interests  are  the 
interests  of  the  producing  masses,  are  united  as  one,  and  are  closely  connected 
with  each  other. 

When  one  has  no  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  producing  masses  and  stresses 
only  the  state's  interests,  while  thinking  that  the  state's  interests  and  the 
interests  of  the  producing  masses  are  not  different  from  each  other  in  essence, 
one  cannot  improve  the  working  people's  immediate  standard  of  living.  On  the 
contrary,  when  one  is  partial  only  toward  the  guarantee  of  the  interests  of  the 
producing  masses,  while  giving  no  heed  to  the  state's  interests,  one  cannot 
accelerate  socialist  economic  construction.  In  order  to  smoothly  resolve  both 
the  questions  of  socialist  economic  construction  and  of  the  people's  standard 
of  living,  it  is  necessary  to  surely  and  correctly  combine  the  state's  interests 
and  the  interests  of  the  producing  masses,  while  giving  consideration  to  both. 

The  national  Income  is  the  basic  resource  in  guaranteeing  the  state's  interests 
and  the  interests  of  the  producing  masses.  When  one  has  a  large  quantity  re¬ 
maining  of  the  gross  social  output  after  the  portion  of  production  means  con¬ 
sumed  is  made  up  for,  one  can  correctly  combine  the  state's  interests  and  the 
Interests  of  the  producing  masses,  while  increasing  both  the  state's  interests 
and  the  Interests  of  the  producing  masses. 

The  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  the  economic  management  and 
operational  method  of  making  up  for  outgo  with  one's  own  income,  giving  certain 
profits  to  the  state,  and  distributing  things  to  the  working  people  according 
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to  how  much  work  they  have  done  and  how  much  they  have  earned.  Thus,  the  more 
one  actively  reduces  outgo  and  Increases  income  by  enforcing  well  the  inde¬ 
pendent  economic  accounting  system,  the  more  the  national  income  increases. 

The  more  the  national  income  increases,  the  more  the  state's  centralized  net 
income,  the  net  income  of  the  enterprises,  and  the  income  of  individuals  in¬ 
crease.  This,  in  the  long  run,  shows  that  the  correct  enforcement  of  the  in¬ 
dependent  economic  accounting  system  increases  the  state's  centralized  net  in¬ 
come  and  interests,  and  guarantees  the  net  income  of  enterprises  and  the  income 
of  individuals,  thereby  making  it  possible  to  correctly  combine  the  state's 
Interests  and  the  interests  of  the  producing  masses,  while  not  being  partial 
toward  either. 

Correct  enforcement  of  the  Independent  economic  accounting  system  arises  as  an 
important  question.  This  is  linked  with  the  fact  that  such  a  system  makes  it 
possible  to  help  rationalize  economic  management  by  displaying  the  working 
people's  revolutionary  enthusiasm  and  creative  positiveness  to  the  maximum. 

In  socialist  Society,  the  working  people's  revolutionary  enthusiasm  and  creative 
positiveness  are  basic  driving  forces  in  accelerating  economic  construction. 

The  higher  the  working  people's  revolutionary  enthusiasm  and  creative  positive¬ 
ness,  the  greater  the  reserves  for  increased  production  and  economization 
created,  and  the  more  new  innovative  successes  achieved  in  the  struggle  to 
accelerate  economic  construction. 

A  basic  method  to  display  the  producing  masses'  revolutionary  enthusiasm  and 
creative  positiveness  is  to  step  up  political  work.  Political  work  serves  as 
a  forceful  means  of  making  it  possible  for  the  working  people  to  accelerate 
production  and  construction  by  devoting  all  of  their  strength  and  wisdom,  while 
keeping  deep  in  their  hearts  loyalty  to  the  party  and  the  leader  and  the  self- 
consciousness  of  being  masters  of  the  state  and  the  society. 

But  this  does  not  mean  that  with  political  work  only  one  can  solve  all  quesrt 
tions  in  displaying  the  working  people's  revolutionary  enthusiasm  and  creative 
positiveness.

An  effective  way  to  further  elevate  the  working  people's  revolutionary  enthus¬ 
iasm  and  creative  positiveness  in  conformity  with  the  characteristic  of  socialist 
society  lies  in  correctly  enforcing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system. 

Because  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  is  based  on  material  interest, 
when  one  correctly  enforces  this  system,  one  can  correctly  stimulate  the  working 
people's  material  Interest  in  the  result  of  labor.  When  one  correctly  applies 
the  socialist  labor  wage  system  to  the  working  people  according  to  how  much 
they  have  contributed  to  the  society  and  their  communities,  while  consolidat¬ 
ing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system,  the  results  of  their  individual 
labor  and  of  the  enterprises'  management  activities  are  closely  linked  with 
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each  other.  In  this  way,  they  can  substantially  find  their  labor  rewarding; 
self-consciously  feel  that  their  own  shares  are  included  in  the  society's  joint 
assets  and  that  the  more  the  social  assets  increase,  the  more  their  shares  in¬ 
crease;  and  display  labor  enthusiasm  and  creative  positiveness,  thereby  actively 
turning  out  in  the  struggle  to  develop  social  production.  Thus,  all  working 
people  will  actively  economize  on  labor,  materials,  and  money;  take  good  care 
of  and  maintain  facilities;  and  search  out  and  mobilize  more  reserves  and 
potential,  thereby  further  improving  economic  management. 

Thus,  the  correct  enforcement  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  is 
very  significant  in  rationalizing  economic  management  by  guaranteeing  both  the 
state's  interests  and  the  interests  of  the  producing  masses  and  displaying  the 
working  people's  revolutionary  enthusiasm  and  creative  positiveness. 

On  the  basis  of  the  great  significance  and  role  of  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  as  an  economic  management  method  that  conforms  to  the  tran¬ 
sitional  characteristic  and  nature  of  socialist  society,  our  party  has  put 
forth  the  policy  of  correctly  enforcing  the  independent  economic  accounting 
system  and  has  consistently  and  firmly  maintained  it  in  managing  the  socialist 
economy.  During  the  entire  period  up  to  the  present,  since  fulfillment  of  the 
plans  of  the  people's  economy  began  for  the  first  time  in  our  country,  our  party 
has  been  able  to  achieve  proud  victory  in  accelerating  production  and  construc¬ 
tion  by  wisely  organizing  and  leading  the  struggle  to  realize  the  Independent 
economic  accounting  system,  always  putting  forth  the  enforcement  of  this  system 
as  an  important  principle  that  should  be  adhered  to  in  [words  indistinct].  Our 
experiences  clearly  show  that  when  we  correctly  enforce  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system,  we  can  rationalize  economic  management  and  more  smoothly  re¬ 
solve  all  issues  in  accelerating  socialist  economic  construction  on  the  basis 
of  internal  stockpiles. 

Correct  enforcement  of  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  arises  as  a 
more  important  question  today,  when  socialist  economic  construction  is  being 
advanced  to  a  high  level. 

At  the  10th  Plenary  Session  of  the  6th  WPK  Central  Committee,  which  was  held 
not  long  ago,  the  question  of  normalizing  production  at  a  high  level  and 
thoroughly  enforcing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in  conformity 
with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  work  system  in  fulfilling  the  plans  of  people's 
economy  this  year  was  importantly  emphasized.  As  elucidated  at  the  plenary 
session,  it  is  necessary  to  correctly  enforce  the  Independent  economic  account¬ 
ing  system  in  order  to  use  the  country's  production  potential  to  the  maximum 
and  actively  search  out  and  mobilize  the  inner  reserves  of  the  people's  economy 
by  effecting  a  basic  turn  in  the  work  of  supplying  materials,  organizing  co¬ 
operative  production,  and  organizing  transport.  An  Important  guarantee  for 
improving  general  economic  management — Including  actively  economizing  on 
materials  and  raw  materials,  preplanning  and  supervising  labor  management  work, 
and  increasing  the  capacity  and  utilization  rate  of  facilities  to  the  maximum- 
lies  in  correctly  enforcing  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  in  all 
sectors  and  units  of  the  people's  economy. 

Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  member  of  the  Political  Bureau  Presidium  and  secretary 
of  the  WPK  Central  Committee,  has  noted;  "In  order  to  accelerate  socialist

economic  construction,  it  is  necessary  to  correctly  enforce  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system  in  economic  management  and  correctly  utilize 
economic  levers." 

What  is,  above  all,  important  in  correctly  enforcing  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  is  for  functionaries  to  have  a  correct  viewpoint  of  the  work 
concerning  this  system. 

As  in  all  other  works,  the  correct  enforcement  of  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  depends  largely  upon  the  stand  and  viewpoint  adopted  by  the 
functionaries— the  direct  organizers  and  executors  of  the  work  concerning  this 
system.  When  the  functionaries  have  a  correct  understanding  of  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system,  they  can  have  self-consciousness  and  desire  to 
further  improve  enterprise  management  by  consolidating  this  system  and  can 
pertinaciously  stage  the  struggle  to  correctly  enforce  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  by  displaying  a  high-level  sense  of  responsibility  and 
initiative. 

The  economic  guiding  functionaries  should  actively  search  out  techniques  and 
methods  to  Implement  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  by  understanding 
the  intrinsic  nature  and  demands  of  this  system  and  the  principles  and  methods 
of  utilizing  economic  levers  for  material  stimulation,  by  endlessly  thinking 
deeply,  and  by  making  pertinacious  efforts  while  deeply  studying  the  great 
leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song's  teachings  and  our  party's  policies  on  enforcing 
the  independent  economic  accounting  system.  In  particular,  because  the  inde¬ 
pendent  economic  accounting  system  is  the  economic  management  method  of  utiliz¬ 
ing  material  stimulation  and  the  law  of  value,  one  should  always  take  an 
interest  in  properly  combining  political  and  moral  stimulation  with  material 
stimulation,  while  giving  priority  to  the  political  and  moral  stimulation. 

Under  the  condition  in  which  one  combines  political  and  moral  stimulation  with 
material  stimulation  while  giving  priority  to  the  political  and  moral  stimula¬ 
tion — in  conformity  with  the  principle  that  our  party  consistent  maintains — no 
biased  tendency  appears  and  the  material  stimulation,  too,  serves  as  an 
effective  means  to  promote  economic  construction. 

It  is  important  to  provide  sufficient  conditions  for  correctly  enforcing  the 
independent  economic  accounting  system.  Because  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system  is  a  management  and  operational  method  related  to  the  transi¬ 
tional  characteristic  of  socialist  society,  one  can  smoothly  enforce  this  system 
when  one  is  equipped  with  sufficient  conditions  for  correctly  evaluating  the 
process  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  plans  of  enterprises,  workshops,  and  workteams 
and  the  result  of  individual  working  people's  labor,  and  meticulously  calculat¬ 
ing  and  controlling  consumption  of  financial  resources.  When  one  applies  the 
principle  of  taking  an  interest  in  materials  without  properly  providing  a  clear- 
cut  yardstick  of  evaluation,  normal  production  conditions,  and  various  control 
means,  the  independent  economic  accounting  system  cannot  be  properly  implemented 
and  the  working  people's  enthusiasm  for  production  cannot  be  correctly  stimu¬ 
lated. 

In  order  to  provide  sufficient  conditions  for  correctly  enforcing  the  indepen¬ 
dent  economic  accounting  system,  it  is  necessary,  first  of  all,  to  map  out 
realistic  plans  and  normalize  production.

Realistic  plans  mean  scientific  and  promising  plans  that  mobilize  reserves, 
potentiality,  and  production  potential  to  the  maximum.  Only  with  plans  that 
scientifically  calculate  all  factors  affecting  production,  including  the  con¬ 
ditions  for  supplying  materials  and  raw  materials,  the  standard  of  consumption 
of  those  materials,  capacity  of  facilities,  and  labor  quota,  can  one  smoothly 
fulfill  those  plans  and  actively  spur  the  working  people  to  the  rewarding 
struggle  of  production  and  construction. 

The  work  of  normalizing  production  is  a  prerequisite  to  correctly  implementing 
the  independent  accounting  system.  Without  normalizing  production,  we  cannot 
formulate  plans  nor  can  we  correctly  implement  the  independent  accounting 
system.  We  can  correctly  evaluate  the  result  of  the  Implementation  of  plans 
at  those  enterprises  that  adopt  the  independent  accounting  system  and  provided 
a  good  material  stimulus  on  the  condition  that  production  activities  are  nor¬ 
malized.  Therefore,  we  should  concentrate  on  normalizing  production  activities 
so  that  we  can  correctly  implement  the  independent  accounting  system. 

In  order  to  fully  provide  conditions  for  implementing  the  independent  account¬ 
ing  system,  we  should  correctly  formulate  plans,  normalize  production  activities, 
prepare  regulations  and  detailed  rules  concerning  the  independent  accounting 
system,  meeting  the  characteristics  of  various  sectors,  and  thoroughly  syste¬ 
matize  the  implementation  of  this  system.  If  we  implement  the  independent 
accounting  system  on  a  full-fledged  manner  without  correctly  preparing  regula¬ 
tions  and  detailed  rules  that  meet  the  characteristics  of  the  sectors  concerned, 
we  will  chill  workers'  zeal  for  production  and  make  errors  in  managing  the 
economy . 

The  important  thing  in  correctly  Implementing  the  independent  accounting  system 
is  to  correctly  guarantee  the  Independent  nature  of  agencies  and  enterprises 
under  the  centralized  guidance  of  the  government. 

Giving  a  certain  Independent  nature  to  enterprises  under  the  centralized  gui¬ 
dance  of  the  government  is  one  of  the  principles  that  should  be  abided  by  in 
implementing  the  independent  accounting  system.  Since  the  independent  account¬ 
ing  system  is  a  form  of  achieving  the  relative  Independence  of  enterprises, 
giving  a  certain  Independent  nature  to  enterprises  is  the  intrinsic  requirement 
of  the  Independent  accounting  system.  By  giving  an  independent  nature  to 
enterprises  to  some  degree  under  the  centralized  guidance  of  the  government  so 
that  they  can  carry  out  their  activities  in  an  independent  and  positive  manner, 
we  can  help  them  display  a  much  higher  sense  of  responsibility  and  creativity 
in  management  activities  in  a  manner  worthy  of  masters  without  relying  on  the 
government . 

Therefore,  while  thoroughly  following  a  system  for  centralized  planning  in  all 
units  of  the  Independent  accounting  system,  we  should  increase  the  production 
of  various  consumer  goods  by  positively  finding  and  mobilizing  internal  re¬ 
serves,  vigorously  wage  the  production  increase  and  economization  struggle  by 
adjusting  and  utilizing  labor  manpower,  materials,  and  funds  in  a  speedy  and 
rational  manner,  and  correctly  guarantee  an  Independent  nature  in  a  certain 
extent  in  managing  the  economy  in  a  much  more  rational  manner. 
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correctly  using  economic  levers  for  the  sake  of  material  stimulus  is  an  impor 
tant  matter  in  correctly  implementing  the  independent  accounting  system. 

In  order  to  strengthen  the  material  stimuli  for  production  and  to  correctly 
implement  the  independent  accounting  system,  we  should  naturally  pay  attention 
to  correctly  using  economic  levers  toward  this  end.  The  independent  accounting 
system  that  is  based  on  interest  in  materials  will  not  be  implemented  success¬ 
fully  in  disregard  of  this  interest,  nor  can  this  system  fully  demonstrate  its 
might  as  a  superior  method  for  the  management  of  the  economy,  meeting  the 
transitional  nature  and  characteristics  of  the  socialist  system,  while  disre¬ 
garding  this  interest. 

Economic  guiding  functionaries  should  bring  about  a  new  change  in  using 
economic  levers  by  correctly  conducting  cost  accounting  and  by  improving  the 
work  of  determining  prices  and  labor  quotas. 

In  particular,  it  is  important  for  economic  guiding  functionaries  to  concentrate 
on  correctly  adopting  the  socialist  labor  compensation  system.  Only  by  correct¬ 
ly  evaluating  the  result  of  labor  performed  by  workers  and  only  by  correctly 
conducting  distribution  in  accordance  with  the  quantities  and  quality  of  labor 
expended  by  them  can  we  vigorously  encourage  them  to  positively  participate  in 
production  activities  with  zeal.  Economic  guiding  functionaries  should 
correctly  appraise  politically  those  workers  who  have  worked  sincerely  for 
society  and  groups  and  properly  offer  compensation  to  them  for  what  they  have 
worked  for  and  earned  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  principle  of 
socialist  distribution.  At  the  same  time,  economic  guiding  functionaries  should 
always  and  correctly  use  financial  levers  [chagum  konggan]  for  living  expenses 
in  various  ways  by  organizing  contract  systems  in  a  diversified  manner  and  help 
workers  exert  an  assiduous  effort  to  increase  production  and  to  further  the 
Interest  of  the  country. 

At  the  same  time,  they  should  make  price  and  incentive  money  systems  become 
effective  by  classifying  price  and  incentive  money  systems,  by  simplifying  con¬ 
ditions  for  raising  funds  for  these  systems,  and  by  determining  the  source  and 
scope  of  fund  raising. 

Continuously  Increasing  the  ranks  of  enterprises  that  adopt  the  Independent 
accounting  system  is  one  of  the  important  means  of  thoroughly  implementing  our 
party's  policy  for  the  independent  accounting  system. 

In  order  to  increase  financial  revenue  in  socialist  society,  we  should  make 
the  number  of  those  workers  participating  in  productive  labor  greater  than 
that  of  those  working  in  nonproductive  sectors,  and  the  number  of  those 
agencies  and  enterprises  that  earn  and  bring  money  to  the  government  greater 
than  the  number  that  spend  money  from. the  national  treasury.  Therefore,  re¬ 
ducing  the  number  of  budget-system  agencies  and  enterprises  operating  by 
receiving  government  funds  and  increasing  the  number  of  those  Independent¬ 
accounting-system  agencies  and  enterprises  meeting  expenditures  by  indepen¬ 
dently  earning  money  is  an  effective  way  to  successfully  Implement  the  state 
budget  by  reducing  nonproductive  labor  and  by  increasing  state  revenue. 
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Increasing  the  ranks  of  enterprises  that  adopt  the  independent  accounting  system, 
it  is  particularly  important  to  gradually  turn  budget-system  agencies  and 
enterprises  into  those  that  adopt  the  independent  accounting  system  or  the  semi- 
independent  accounting  system,  whose  superiority  and  vitality  has  already  been 
proven  in  practical  activities. 

Among  socialist  agencies  and  enterprises,  there  are  agencies  and  enterprises 
that  cannot  completely  meet  their  expenditures  with  their  incomes,  while  there 
are  many  agencies  and  enterprises  that  can  independently  maintain  a  balance 
between  earnings  and  expenses.  If  we  continuously  adopt  the  budget  system  for 
those  agencies  and  enterprises  that  cannot  completely  meet  their  expenditures, 
although  they  have  sources  of  income,  we  will  hinder  the  work  of  the  state 
accumulation  of  wealth  through  stimulating  people's  zeal  for  labor  and  through 
alleviating  the  financial  burden  imposed  on  the  government.  The  independent 
accounting  system  is  aimed  at  overcoming  irrationality  in  operating  finance. 

The  semi- independent  accounting  system  is  a  form  of  operating  finance  newly 
delineated  by  our  party  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  development  of  the 
situation  and  is  a  method  for  the  management  and  operation  in  a  planned  manner 
of  state  agencies  and  enterprises  that  have  much  of  the  element  of  the  inde¬ 
pendent  accounting  system.  Unlike  the  budget  system,  the  trait  of  the  semi¬ 
independent  accounting  system  is  to  operate  finance  economically  through  the 
use  of  the  levers  of  material  stimulus  and  to  greatly  alleviate  the  economic 
burden  Imposed  on  the  government. 

At  units  that  adopt  the  semi- independent  accounting  system,  financial  incomes 
have  increased,  expenditures  of  those  funds  from  the  state  budget  have  greatly 
decreased,  and  the  spirit  of  masters  in  running  state  affairs  has  Increased 
among  workers.  This  shows  that  the  semi- independent  accounting  system  set 
forth  by  our  party  is  a  rational  method  for  the  operation  of  finance  meeting 
the  limited  nature  and  business  trait  of  the  source  of  incomes  at  agencies  and 
enterprises  and  is  a  superior  method  for  the  management  of  the  economy  con¬ 
tributing  to  running  state  affairs  and  accelerating  socialist  economic  con¬ 
struction  by  helping  nonproductive  sectors  earn  money  independently. 

Those  agencies  and  enterprises  which  have  adopted  the  budget  system  should 
correctly  adopt  the  independent  accounting  system  or  the  semi- independent 
accounting  system  to  meet  the  traits  of  their  own  units,  gain  good  experiences, 
and  generalize  these  experiences. 

Economic  guiding  functionaries  should  determine  the  units  of  the  independent 
accounting  system  in  a  rational  manner  to  meet  the  requirement  of  the  party's 
policy  by  calculating  the  merit  of  this  system  and  by  closely  organizing  or¬ 
ganizational  work. 

Strengthening  the  Independent  accounting  system  today  when  socialist  economic 
construction  is  un-erway  in  a  high  stage  constitutes  an  important  factor 
bringing  about  a  new  upsurge  in  production  and  construction  by  Improving  the 
management  of  the  economy. 

By  vigorously  struggling  to  correctly  implement  the  independent  accounting 
system,  we  should  further  rationalize  the  management  of  the  economy  and 
successfully  implement  the  people's  economic  plan  this  year.

In  socialist  society — a  transitional  society,  a  certain  [iljonghage]  gap  among 
regions,  including  the  gap  between  urban  and  rural  areas,  remains.  Such  a  gap 
appears  because  the  standard  of  economic  and  cultural  development  in  rural 
areas  is  backward  as  compared  with  that  of  the  urban  areas  and  because  the 
living  standard  of  the  peasants  is  lower  than  that  of  the  workers.  Thus,  the 
question  of  developing  the  economy  and  culture  and  bridging  the  gap  in  living 
standard  is  one  of  the  important  questions  arising  in  proportionately  improving 
the  living  standard  of  all  working  people,  bridging  the  gap  between  the  urban 
and  rural  areas,  and  achieving  the  complete  victory  of  socialism. 

In  the  socialist  society,  the  gap  in  the  working  people's  living  standard  is  to 
be  resolved  in  the  process  of  briding  the  gap  between  the  living  standard  of  the 
workers  and  peasants  and  between  the  living  conditions  of  the  residents  in 
urban  and  rural  areas.  This  will  be  more  successfully  accelerated  when  we 
vigorously  carry  out  the  service  revolution. 

When  we  reasonably  deploy  commercial  networks  in  rural  areas  by  vigorously 
carrying  out  the  service  revolution  and  improving  the  work  of  commodity  supply 
and  the  purchase  of  agricultural  products,  the  income  of  peasants  will  increase 
more  quickly  and  people  in  the  rural  areas,  too,  will  be  able  to  buy  and  use 
necessary  commodities  to  their  hearts’  content,  as  in  the  urban  areas.

Vigorously  carrying  out  the  service  revolutionalso  makes  it  possible  to  smoothly 
meet  the  working  people's  demands  for  a  cultural  and  aesthetic  life.

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DISTRIBUTION  BASED  ON  LABOR  AS  AN  OBJECTIVE  LAW  OF  SOCIALIST  SOCIETY

[Textl  Of  importance  in  spurring  the  broad  masses  on  to  socialist  construction 
is  the  thorough  application  of  the  law  of  socialist  distribution  based  on  the 
quality  and  volume  of  labor,  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  reality,  so  as 
to  increase  their  productive  zeal  and  more  fully  guarantee  their  material  well¬ 
being. 


The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows; 


"Distribution  based  on  the  quality  and  quantity  of  labor  is  an  objective  law 
of  socialist  society,  and  a  powerful  means  of  opposing  those  who  would  not  worK 
but  rather  live  off  the  good  work  of  others,  and  of  materially  promoting  the 
productive  zeal  of  the  workers."  ("Collected  Works  of  Kim  Il-song  Vol  15f 

P  199) 


The  socialist  law  of  distribution  based  on  the  quality  and  quantity  of  labor 
has  tremendous  significance  in  increasing  the  incentive  to  wo^  and 
strengthening  work  discipline,  and  in  getting  workers  to  do  their  work  with 
sincerity  and  self-consciousness. 


The  law  of  socialist  distribution  is  distribution  made  to  workers  on  the  basis 
of  the  concept  that  one  earns  to  the  extent  that  one  works.  In  other  words, 
the  portion  of  the  product  of  labor  that  is  taken  from  the  gross  output  of 
society  and  used  for  the  consmption  of  the  workers  is  distributed  to  them 
based  on  the  quality  and  quantly  of  labor  that  they  provide  to  society. 
Distribution  of  a  large  share  to  those  who  work  and  lot  and  earn  a  lot, 
distribution  of  a  small  share  to  those  who  work  little  and  earn  little,  forms 
the  socialist  law  of  distribution. 


Distribution  based  on  the  quality  and  quantity  of  labor  takes  as  its  princlp  e 
the  allocation  of  a  larger  share  of  distribution  for  hlgh-qu^ity  and  high- 
volume  work  than  for  less  such  work,  and  the  allocation  of  like  reward  for 
like  work. 
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That  such  differences  are  allowed  for  in  the  payment  of  compensation  for 
labor  has  primarily  to  do  with  the  objective  that,  since  there  are  differences 
in  the  intensity  of  labor  required  in  different  sectors  and  differences  in  the 
physical  and  mental  labor  expended  by  workers,  the  effort  expended  in  the 

labor  process  should  be  fully  recompensed  and  the  well-being  of  workers  should 
be  guaranteed. 


Provld^g  compensation  to  all  workers  based  on  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
labor  is  the  socialist  law  of  labor,  and  an  important  principle  that  must  be 
strictly  enforced  in  operating  the  socialist  economy. 

The  yaMstick  for  distributing  the  products  of  society  to  workers  in  a 
socialist  society  where  there  is  public  ownership  of  all  the  means  of 
production  is  the  quality  and  quantity  of  labor  that  they  provide  to  society. 


Of  course  when  the  ideological  consciousness  of  people  is  remade  in  a  communist 
m^er  and  differences  between  heavy  labor  and  light  labor  are  eliminated,  and 
those  between  physical  labor  and  mental  labor  are  done  away  with,  then  there 
will  no  longer  be  those  who  would  be  slackards  and  all  individuals  will  work 
self-consciously.  At  that  time,  the  level  will  have  been  reached  where 
productivity  will  be  highly  developed  so  that  production  can  fully  satisfy 
the  material  needs  of  individuals,  and  therefore  the  communist  law  of 
distribution,  whereby  people  work  in  accordauice  with  their  abilities  and 
receive  in  accordance  with  their  needs,  will  apply. 


socialist  society,  however,  is  a  transitory  society  that  has  not  reached 
the  high  stage  of  communism.  In  the  socialist  society  the  level  of  development 
P^^S'tivity  has  not  yet  reached  the  point  of  being  able  to  distribute  in 
accord^ce  with  demand,  fundamental  differences  remain  in  labor  and  there  are 
class  differences  between  the  working  class  and  farmers,  and  the  remnants  of 
the  old  ideology  among  them  have  not  been  completed  eliminated. 


This  t^sitory  natup  of  the  socialist  society  requires  the  correct  application 
of  both  comunist  policy  and  the  socialist  law  of  distribution  based  on  the 
quality  and  quantity  of  labor  in  the  area  of  distribution. 


In  the  event  that  the  transitory  nature  of  the  socialist  society  is  ignored, 
and  too  much  emphasis  is  placed  on  either  equal ism  or  the  transitory  nature 
alone  in  distribution,  and  excessive  differences  are  created  in  paying 
compensation  for  labor,  then  the  labor  consumed  in  work  cannot  be  fully 
recompensed  ^d  an  attitude  of  slacking  off  becomes  pronounced  and  obstacles 

^  developing  productivity  and  improving  the  quality  of  life. 

Furthermore,  when  such  is  the  case  the  standard  of  living  of  the  workers  cannot 
e  improved  in  a  balanced  manner  and  individual  egoism  is  pronounced,  and  has 
the  result  of  obstructing  the  political  and  ideological  unity  of  the  masses. 


Only  when  distribution  based  on  labor  is  correctly  applied  in  a  socialist 
society  c^  the  interests  of  society  be  more  appropriately  combined  with  those 
o  individuals,  and  can  the  interest  of  workers  in  developing  productivity  be 
increased  and  can  they  promote  production  and  construction. 
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First  of  all,  the  principle  of  dlstrihutlon  based  on  labor  serves  as  an^ 
important  means  of  control  over  old  ideological  remnants  whereby  there  is 
goofing  off  and  a  failure  to  work. 

As  taught  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  the  socialist  principle 
that  "those  who  don't  work,  don't  eat"  derived  originally  from  opposition  to 

exploiters. 

The  same  distribution  cannot  be  made  to  those  who,  although  able  to 
not  work  well  but  live  off  the  efforts  of  others,  as  to  those  who  perform  a 
lot  of  work.  If  distribution  was  the  same  for  those  who  do  much  work  and  those 
who  do  little,  no  one  would  make  the  effort  to  work.  There  must  always  be 
continuous  incentive  for  and  control  over  those  who  would  do  slapdash  work, 
protected  by  others,  having  neither  enthusiasm  or  the  will  to  advance. 

When  political  work  and  work  with  people  are  given  priority  and  the  principle 
of  socialist  distribution  is  thoroughly  observed,  people  cannot  think  of 
playing  around  without  working,  nor  do  they  have  the  opportunity  to  do  so . 
Although  remnants  of  old  ideology  may  linger  on  in  the  minds  of  people,  when 
the  leverage  of  distribution  based  on  labor  is  utilized  so  that  control  is  ^ 
strengthened,  the  old  ideological  inclination  to  not  work  and  to  fool  aro^d 
is  eliminated  and  the  communist  attitude  toward  work  is  correctly  fostered. 

The  principle  of  distribution  based  on  labor  also  provides  correct  Incentive 
for  there  to  be  material  interest  in  the  result  of  labor,  and  thereby  serves 
to  increase  the  productive  zeal  of  workers. 

In  a  socialist  society  workers  have  politico-moral  interest  and  material 
Interest  in  the  result  of  their  labor.  Only  by  strehthlng  politico-moral 
incentives  for  woikers  while  at  the  same  time  appropriately  including  material 
incentives  can  their  enthusiasm  be  Increased  and  production  and  construction 

accelerated. 

When  the  socialist  principle  of  distribution  is  thoroughly  applied  so  that 
distribution  is  made  to  workers  from  the  standpoint  that  earnings  are  based 
on  worfc  performed,  they  come  to  possess  interest  in  their  work  and  their 
productive  enthusiasm  is  Increased,  and  they  struggle  positively  to  improve 
their  level  of  technical  skill  and  to  obtain  advanced  technology.  The 
principle  of  socialist  distribution  is  an  Imprtant  means  of  stimulating  the 
material  interest  of  workers  in  the  results  of  their  labor. 

Implementation  of  the  socialist  principle  of  distribution  also  has  great 
utility  in  mafr'iug  It  possible  to  improve  the  standard  of  living  of  Workers  in 
a  planned  manner. 

Socialist  distribution,  which  is  attained  through  payment  of  living  expenses 
as  well  as  forms  of  distribution  based  on  work-days,  is  the  basic  source  of 
income  for  workers,  including  laborers  and  farm  workers.  All  workers  of  course 
receive  many  benefits  from  the  state  through  the  application  of  communist 
policies,  but  payment  received  for  labor  still  serves  as  an  important  means 
for  obtaining  the  necessities  of  life.  Therefore,  only  when  the  results  of 
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labor  are  correctly  evaluated  and  payment  accurately  made  can  all  workers  be 
fully  recompensed  for  the  mental  and  physical  effort  consumed  in  all  processes, 
^d  better  manage  their  lives.  To  the  extent  that  they  can  live  an  abundant 
life  based  on  the  results  of  their  own  labor,  workers  are  enabled  to 
participate  more  positively  In  joint  labor  for  society  and  themselves, 
possessed  of  the  pride  and  usefulness  of  work. 

All  of  this  shows  that  the  socialist  principle  of  labor  based  on  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  work,  as  a  method  of  distribution  suited  to  the  objective 
reality  of  the  socl^ist  society,  serves  as  an  important  guarantee  when  it  is 
applied  for  increasing  the  productive  zeal  of  workers  and  for  positively 
spurring  on  production  and  construction. 

Our  party  early  on ^ established  distribution  based  on  labor  as  its  fundamental 
distribution  In  the  early  stages  of  socialist  construction,  and 
with  each  new  period  has  provided  concrete  objectives  and  methods  for  applying 

The  living  e:^enses,  wages,  subsidies  and  forms  of  distribution  based  on 
work-days  paid  In  our  nation  today  are  all  foims  of  payment  for  work  designed 
to  apply  the  socialist  principle  of  distribution. 

The  correct  application  of  these  forms  of  payment  for  labor,  the  superiority 
of  which  has  been  proven  through  practical  application,  so  as  to  thoroughly 
implement  the  socialist  principle  of  distribution,  constitutes  an  important 
method  of  vigorously  motivating  workers  to  the  struggle  to  carry  out  the 
tasks  of  socialist  economic  construction  that  confront  us. 

Of  Importance  in  correctly  applying  distribution  based  on  labor  Is  that 
functionaries  first  of  all  fully  understand  our  party's  policy  requirements 
lor  applying  the  socialist  principle  of  distribution,  and  fully  demonstrate 
the  revolutionary  spirit  of  carrying  them  out  to  completion. 

Distribution  based  on  labor  is  the  objective  law  of  the  socialist  society, 
and  its  realization  Is  an  Important  principle  adhered  to  by  our  party. 
Throughout  the  entire  process  of  leading  socialist  construction  our  party  has 
continuously  increased  the  politico-ideological  consciousness  of  the  masses 
^d  correctly  implemented  the  principle  of  distribution  based  on  labor,  and 
has  thereby  increased  the  productive  zeal  of  workers  and  nurtured  a  correct 
attitude  and  viewport  concerning  work  among  them,  and  has  been  able  to  improve 
.  living  in  a  unlfoim  manner.  The  fact  that  the  whole  society 

is  fill^  with  the  revolutionary  woik  spirit  of  liking  work  and  is  bursting 
with  ambition  and  zeal,  so  that  everyone  is  struggling  positively,  and  that 
the  material  and  cultural  living  conditions  of  the  workers  are  being  fully 
mainta^^,  is  the  precious  result  of  our  party's  policy  of  giving  priority 
to  political  work  while  thoroughly  applying  the  socialist  principle  of 

gives  vivid  proof  of  the  correctness  of  the  policy 
established  by  our  party  in  the  realm  of  distribution,  and  shows  that 
^conditionally  implementing  it  to  the  end  serves  as  an  important  guarantee 
that  m^es  it  possible  to  improve  the  lives  of  the  .  workers  and  to  vigorously 
Spur  the  masses  on  to  socialist  economic  construction. 
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Our  party  today  requires  more  thorough  application  of  the  principle  of 
distribution  based  on  labor  in  all  sectors  and  units  of  the  people ' s  economy 
in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  actual  development  in  which  socialist 
construction  has  entered  a  new  and  higher  stage.  Only  when  fimctionaries 
thoroughly  apply  the  principle  of  socialist  distribution  in  accordance  with 
the  intent  of  the  party  can  the  creative  positivism  of  the  workers  be  increased 
and  production  improved,  and  can  rapid  strides  be  made  in  their  standard  of 
living. 

Consequently,  all  economic  guidance  functionaries  must  keep  in  mind  that  the 
'  work  of  implementing  the  socialist  principle  of  distribution  is  not  just 
simple  economic  administrative  work,  but  rather  important  political  work,  and 
fully  display  the  revolutionary  spirit  of  thoroughly  carrying  it  out  to 
completion. 

Also  of  Importance  in  correctly  applying  distribution  based  on  labor  is  the 
work  of  properly  rating  work  capacity. 

One  of  the  fundamental  requirements  arising  in  observing  the  socialist 
principle  of  distribution  is  the  proper  determination  of  rated  work  capacity 
and  the  correct  evaluation  of  the  quality  and  quantity  of  work.  The  rated 
work  capacity  is  the  basis  that  determines  the  production  tasks  of  workers, 
and  the  yardstick  for  evaluating  the  results  of  labor.  Only  when  the  rated 
work  capacity  is  properly  established  can  evaluation  of  work  be  coinrectly 
carried  out,  and  the  socialist  principle  of  distribution  based  on  labor 
quality  and  quantity  be  accurately  applied. 

Of  importance  in  the  work  of  rating  work  capacity  is  for  functionaries  to  go 
out  in  the  field  and  determine  correct  rated  capacities  in  con jmction  with 
the  producing  masses.  Rated  work  capacities  that  are  unrealistically  set 
cannot  perform  their  mission  as  the  basis  of  people’s  economy  planning  and 
of  labor  organization,  and  cannot  serve  as  a  vigorous  means  of  increasing  the 
productive  enthusiasm  of  the  workers  and  promoting  development  of  production. 

Our  functionaries  must  go  out  in  the  field  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of 
the  mass  line  to  where  production  and  construction  are  being  carried  out,  and 
thoroughly  dissect  and  analyze  the  workers'  level  of  ideological  awareness, 
technical  skill  and  sense  of  science  and  technology,  and,  through  broad 
discussion  and  dialogue  with  the  producing  masses,  strive  positively  to 
accurately  determine  rated  work  capacities.  In  addition,  it  is  also  important 
that  rated  work  capacities  be  fixed  on  the  basis  of  scientific  calculation  of 
the  amount  of  labor  expended  per  product. 

The  proper  determination  of  the  standard  mted  work  capacity  has  extremely 
great  significance  in  organizing  and  administering  the  nation's  overall  rated 
work  capacity.  Arising  therefrom  is  the  priority  problem  of  thoroughly 
Implementing  party  requirements  concerning  the  systemizatlon  and  standardization 
of  enterprise  management  and  the  operation  of  standard  factories  where 
production  has  been  normalized,  and  the  determination  of  standard  rated  work 
capacities  based  on  data  collected  in  such  factories.  Economic  guidance 
functionaries  must  correctly  perceive  the  significance  to  the  people’s  economy 
of  establishing  standard  rated  work  capacities  and  calculate  them  correctly 
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in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  the  developing  reality  and  the  concrete 
situation  of  management  units,  and  using  these  as  the  standard,  continuously 
upgrade  the  rated  work  capacities  of  all  agencies,  enterprises  and  public 
cooperative  organizations.  This  means  that  a  series  of  new  records  and 
standards  must  be  created  in  all  sectoars  and  units  of  the  people's  economy, 
and  that  a  positive  push  must  be  made  so  that  continuous  miracles  and 
innovations  are  achieved  at  each  site  of  socialist  construction. 

Also  of  importance  in  thoroughly  applying  the  principle  of  socialist 
distribution  is  the  correct  payment  of  living  expenses. 

Distribution  based  on  labor  is  achieved  first  of  all  through  living  expenses. 
Living  expenses  are  the  basic  means  of  distribution  based  on  labor,  and 
accurate  payment  of  them  constitutes  a  necessary  condition  for  correctly 
applying  the  socialist  principle  of  distribution. 

In  order  to  correctly  pay  living  expenses,  proper  use  must  be  made  of  the 
living  expense  eg_ulvalency  system.  Under  conditions  where  there  are  differences 
in  the  degree  of  difficulty  of  work  between  sectors  of  the  people's  economy  and 
differences  in  the  physical  efforrt  and  mental  effort  expended  by  individuals, 
only  by  properly  applying  the  living  expense  equivalency  system  can  workers 
be  recompensed  for  the  energy  expended  in  the  process  of  labor  and  their 
standard  of  living  be  fully  maintained. 

¥hen  differences  in  working  conditions  that  exist  among  sectors  of  the  people's 
economy  and  among  job  types  are  not  taken  into  consideration,  or  when  the 
different  levels  of  technical  skill  among  workers  are  not  looked  at,  so  that 
increments  are  not  built  into  the  payment  of  living  expenses,  incentives  for 
labor  that  suit  the  transitory  nature  of  the  socialist  society  cannot  be 
effectively  utilized.  This  ultimately  creates  obstacles  in  keeping  the  zeal 
for  work  among  workers  that  had  been  increased  through  political  work  at  a 
high  level  and  in  rationally  using  labor  organization  in  a  manner  reflecting 
the  interests  of  overall  economic  development,  and  in  expanding  socialist 
production.  We  must  responsibly  carry  out  the  work  of  correctly  calculating 
production  technology  and  the  level  of  technical  skill  of  workers  by  sector 
of  the  people's  economy  and  by  occupation,  and  of  properly  applying  the  living 
expense  equivalency  system  in  conformance  with  those  calculations,  and  thereby 
prevent  even  the  slightest  bian  from  appearing  in  distribution  based  on  labor. 
Key  problems  here  Include  correctly  evaluating  technical  skill  rankings  so  that 
all  workers  will  be  deeply  Interested  in  increasing  production  and  improving 
quality,  and  in  enhancing  thler  level  of  technical  skill,  and  accurately 
paying  living  expenses,  wages  and  subsidies  based  on  the  amount  of  work 
performed. 

At  the  same  time,  there  must  be  rational  application  of  the  forms  and  methods 
of  paying  living  expenses  based  on  the  principle  of  correctly  combining  the 
interests  of  the  state,  enterprises  and  individual  workers.  When  this 
requirement  is  correctly  applied  in  using  the  forms  and  methods  of  paying 
living  ejqpenses,  all  enterprises  and  workers  responsibly  carry  out  economic 
tasks  received  from  the  state,  and,  in  order  to  Improve  such  economic 
indicators  as  labor  productivity  and  profitability,  demonstrate  all  types  of 
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creative  initiative.  When  such  is  the  case,  planned  development  of  the 
economy  is  accelerated  and  production  rapidly  increased,  and  the  work  of 
continuously  improving  the  standard  of  living  can  he  properly  handled. 

The  exercise  of  proper  distribution  in  the  rural  economic  sector  through 
work-days  is  an  important  requirement  in  correctly  applying  the  socialist 
principle  of  distribution. 

In  the  socialist  cooperative  economy,  distribution  based  on  labor  as  connected 
with  level  of  technical  development,  characteristics  of  agricultural  labor  and 
the  level  of  ideological  awareness  of  farmers  if  implemented  through  the  use 
of  woik-days.  In  order  to  properly  perform  distribution  based  on  work-days, 
it  is  important  that  there  by  accurate  evaluation  of  the  labor  of  agricultural 
workers.  Specifically,  proper  use  of  the  woifc  team  preferential  system  and 
the  sub- team  management  system,  the  superiority  of  which  has  been  proven  ttoough 
actual  use,  represents  an  even  more  urgent  problem  in  thoroughly  implementing 
the  socialist  principle  of  distribution  in  the  aniral  economic  sector  at  the 
present  time. 

The  work  team  preferential  system  and  the  sub- team  management  system  constitute 
important  guarantees  for  fostering  the  spirit  of  collectivism  among  agricultural 
workers,  and  for  accurately  Implementing  the  principle  of  socialist  distribution. 
Considerable  emphasis  must  be  placed  in  agricultural  guidance  organs  and 
cooperative  farms  on  applying  the  work  team  preferential  system  and  the 
sub-team  management  system,  so  that  the  work  of  evaluating  work-days  is 
accurately  done  and  supplemental  compensation  for  labor  is  properly  utilized. 

As  part  of  this,  regulations  concerning  the  work  team  preferential  system  and 
the  sub-team  managment  system  must  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  demands 
of  the  developing  reality,  so  that  the  socialist  rural  economy  is  more 
scientifically  and  rationally  managed  and  the  productive  zeal  and  creative 
positivism  of  agricultural  workers  is  fully  demonstrated.  This  means  that 
efforts  must  be  made  to  further  solidify  and  develop  the  socialist  cooperative 
economic  system,  and  to  vigorously  accelerate  the  struggle  to  rapidly  Increase 
the  nation's  agricultural  production. 

Correct  application  of  distribution  based  on  labor  is  a  necessary  requirement 
in  correctly  managing  and  administering  the  socialist  economy  in  accordance 
with  objective  economic  principles,  and  an  important  guarantee  for  strengthening 
the  power  of  a  self-sufficient  people's  economy  and  rapidly  accelerating  the 
struggle  to  improve  the  people's  standard  of  living.

In  thoroughly  implementing  the  militant  tasks  set  forth  in  this  letter  is 
found  the  firm  guarantee  for  transforming  the  nation's  land  into  a  people's 
paradise  and  for  shaping  a  prosperous  future  for  the  fatherland. 

Comrade  Kim  Chong- 11, .  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Political 
Bureau  of  the  KWP  Central  Committee  and  a  secretary  of  the  Party  Central 
Committee,  pointed  out  the  following; 

"National  land  management  is  the  sacred  work  of  creating  for  our  people  the 
conditions  for  a  more  independent  and  creative  life."  ("On  Strenthenlng  and 
Improving  National  Land  Management"  Booklet,  pp  2-3) 

National  land  management  is  the  work  of  managing  all  of  the  land  falling  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  state.  In  other  words,  national  land  management  is 
the  work  of  protecting  and  managing  the  land  and  natural  resources  that 
constitute  the  material  foundation  of  the  nation's  economic  development,  and 
of  Protecting  and  managing  the  natural  and  living  environment  that  surrounds 
the  people. 
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The  national  domain  is  composed  of  such  natural  elements  as  land,  forests  and 
rivers  and  streams,  and  of  such  man-made  elements  as  roads,  harbors,  cities 
and  villages.  These  natural  elements,  as  well  as  those  that  are  newly  created, 
of  course  go  through  natural  changes  or  are  changed  in  the  process  of  using 
them.  Without  management  of  all  of  the  elements  that  maJce  up  the  national 
domain  on  a  daily  basis,  the  assets  of  the  nation  and  the  people  c^not  be 
properly  protected,  and  tremendous  obstacles  are  put  in  the  path  of  their 
rational  development  and  use.  It  is  therefore  Important  that  a  proper  job 
be  done  in  such  land  management  tasks  as  land  readjustment,  afforestation  and 
comprehensive  utilization  of  mountainous  areas,  river  and  stream  re^justment 
and  comprehensive  use  of  water  resources,  road  and  rail  readjustment  and 
construction,  city  and  village  readjustment  and  beautification. 

National  land  management  is  the  sacred  work  of  forming  the  conditions  for  a 
more  independent  and  creative  life  for  the  working  masses. 

If  conditions  are  to  be  provided  in  which  people  are  liberated  from  the  constraints 
of  nature  and  assured  of  an  Independent  and  creative  life,  nature  must  be 
tamed  so  that  abundant  material  wealth  is  created  and  beautiful  and  cultured 
living  environments  are  created.  National  land  management  positively  protects, 
and  rationally  develops  and  uses,  land,  natural  resources  and  the  natur^ 
environment,  and  thereby  forms  the  conditlnns  for  a  more  Independent  and 
creative  life  for  the  people. 

First  of  all,  national  land  management  strengthens  the  self-sufficient 
foundation  of  the  people's  economy,  and  is  capable  of  providing  the  people 
with  the  conditions  for  an  abundant  material  life. 


In  order  to  continuously  create  the  material  wealth  needed  in  the  lives  of 
the  people  and  to  provide  workers  with  the  conditions  for  a  happy  and  abund^t 
material  life,  the  self-sufficient  foundation  of  the  people's  economy  must  be 
strengthened.  Only  an  economy  with  a  firmly  laid  self-sufficient  fomdation 
can  safely  and  continuously  develop,  and  fully  assure  production  of  the 
material  wealth  needed  in  the  people's  lives  on  its  own. 


Of  importance  in  strengthening  the  self-sufficient  foundation  of  the  people  s 
economy  is  providing  raw  materials  and  fuel  basically  through  the  natural 
resources  of  one's  own  nation.  Today,  when  science  and  technology  are 
rapidly  developing  and  new  industrial  sectors  and  units  appearing,  the  demand 
for  raw  materials  and  fuel  is  continuously  Increasing.  These  enormous  and 
diverse  needs  can  be  fully  satisfied  only  when  the  common  assets  of  the  nation 
and  the  people,  and  the  foundation  of  the  national  economy,  are  properly 
managed. 


National  land  management  makes  it  possible  to  further  inc^ase  ^d  replenis 
natural  resources  in  accordance  with  the  increasing  demand  of  the  people  s 
economy  for  them  and  with  the  various  characteristics  of  such  natural  resources 
as  land  resources,  water  resources,  animal  resources  and  underground  resources, 
and  to  protect  against  natural  disasters,  and  to  effectively  develop  and  ^ 
utilize  resources.  It  also  serves  to  protect  other  resources  when  developing 
a  given  resource,  and  to  anticipate  and  overcome  any  adverse  effects  in  the 
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process  of  development  and  utilization.  Through  such  national  land  management 
it  is  possible  to  better  solve  raw  materials,  fuel  and  power  problems  using 
the  resources  of  one's  own  nation,  and  to  better  provide  firm  material 
guarantees  capable  of  developing  the  nation's  economy  continuously  and  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed  on  a  secure  foundation  and  safeguard  land,  rivers  and 
forests,  so  that  a  stable  agricultural  production  foundation  is  C2?eated  that 
is  able  to  avoid  the  harmful  effects  of  adverse  natural  and  climatic  conditions 
and  harvest  bumper  crops  every  year. 

National  land  management  also  makes  it  possible  to  eliminate  differences  in 
economic  and  cultural  development,  and  in  the  level  of  standard  of  living, 
between  regions,  and  to  develop  all  regions  of  the  nation  in  tandem. 

In  a  transitory  socialist  society  there  are  remnants  of  the  old  society  which 
linger  on,  with  the  result  that  there  are  still  differences  in  level  of 
economic  development,  level  of  cultural  development  and  standard  of  living  of 
the  people  in  various  regions  of  the  nation.  When  nothing  is  done  about  such 
differences  that  exist  between  regions,  an  independent  and  creative  life  cannot 
be  fully  provided  for  the  working  masses,  and  a  communist  society  in  which  the 
independence  of  the  working  masses  is  fully  achieved  cannot  be  successfully 
built. 

That  there  are  differences  between  each  of  the  regions  of  the  nation  in  a 
socialist  society  is  due  primarily  to  the  fact  that  rural  areas,  compared  to 
the  cities,  lag  behind  in  ideology,  technology  and  culture,  and  that  there  are 
differences  in  such  natural  and  economic  conditions  as  the  area  and  fertility 
of  cultivated  land  and  its  location.  Therefore,  in  order  to  eliminate 
differences  in  the  economic,  cultural  and  developmental  level,  and  in  the 
standard  of  living,  among  regions,  the  effects  of  the  factors  and  conditions 
which  give  rise  to  such  differences  must  be  overcome. 

When  national  land  management,  including  finding  new  land,  land  readjustment 
and  improvement,  flood  control  and  water  conservancy,  and  road  construction 
is  properly  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  accelerating  the  revolutions  in 
ideology,  technology  and  culture,  the  factors  and  cond  conditions  which  give 
rise  to  various  differences  among  regions  can  be  successfully  overcome.  In 
particular,  unfavorable  natural  and  economic  conditions  that  had  given  rise 
to  differences  among  regions  in  days  past  can  be  replaced  with  favorable 
conditions,  so.  that  all  regions  can  be  developed  together,  without  a  single 
area  lagging  behind,  and  the  people's  standard  of  living  improved  in  a  uniform 
manner. 

National  land  management  also  serves  to  create  a  beautiful  and  cultured 
living  environment,  so  that  the  lives  of  the  workers  can  be  made  more  creative 
and  independent. 

The  natural  environment  which  surrounds  people  has  not  a  small  impact  on  the 
lives  of  the  workers.  Such  problems  as  the  creativity  and  level  of  culture 
and  aesthetics  of  people  are  greatly  affected  by  whether  or  not  their 
living  environment  is  beautiful  and  ctdtured.  Even  though  there  may  be 
abundant  material  wealth  and  concerns  over  material  life  may  have  been  eliminated. 
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if  the  living  environment  is  not  good  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  enjoying 
independent  and  creative  life  to  its  fullest. 

When  national  land  management  is  properly  performed  so  that  forests  f^velop  the 
mountains  and  roads  and  rivers  properly  readjusted,  and  factories,  villages 
and  dwellings  frugally  managed,  the  overall  face  of  the  nation  can  be 
into  something  of  culture,  and  a  civilized  living  environment  can  be  provided 
for  the  people.  In  addition,  when  national  land  const^ction  and  management 
is  properly  carried  out  so  that  industrial  production  is  not  conce^rated  ip 
a  limited  area,  and  that  population  and  communications  and  transportation  do 
not  become  over-concentrated,  nuisances  that  destroy  the  ^tural  and  living 
environments  can  be  prevented  in  advance.  Such  national  laM  m^agement  serv 
as  an  important  guarantee  that  all  workers  can  work  pr^uctively  at  srfe 
work  places  and  can  spend  their  leisure  at  scenic  and  beautiful  locations, 
and  fully  enjoy  a  happy  life. 

All  of  this  bespeaks  the  fact  that  national  land  management  constitutes  ^o^^®  ^ 
revolutionary  work  that  accelerates  economic  construction,  develops  all  regions 
of  the  nation  uniformly  and  provides  cultured  living  conditions,  and  thereby 
assures  a  more  independent  and  creative  life  for  the  working  masses.

[Text]  Education  Is  Important  work  that  must  be  attended  to  by  the  party  of 
the  woiking  class  for  the  sake  of  national  prosperity  and  for  carrying  out 
the  cause  of  socialism  and  communism. 

The  development  of  socialist  education  that  nurtures  individuals  as  powerful 
beings  is  a  prerequisite  in  successfully  promoting  the  revolutionary  cause  of 
the  working  class.  If  not  for  education,  individuals  could  not  be  trained  as 
true  chuche-type  communist  revolutionaries  possessed  of  independent  ideological 
awareness  and  creativity,  and  the  building  of  socialism  and  communism  could  not 
be  advanced.  The  victorious  advance  of  the  revolutionary  cause  and  its 
destiny  depend  on  how  much  effort  is  put  into  education  and  on  how  this  work 
is  pushed  forward.

To  thoroughly  serve  the  revolutionary  cause  of  the  working  class  and  the  cause 
of  socialism  and  communism  is  the  life  line  of  socialist  education  and  its 
vital  mission. 
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The  revolutionary  party  of  the  working  class  is  the  representative  of  the 
needs  and  Interests  of  its  own  class,  and  the  general  political  st^f  that 
organizes  and  commands  revolutionary  struggle.  If  not  for  the  leadership  of 
the  party  of  the  working  class,  socialist  education  could  he  strengthened  as 
education  that  serves  the  working  class  and  its  revolutionary  cause. 

Historical  experience  shows  that  when  the  party  of  the  working  class  faUs  to 
attend  to  education  or  to  correctly  guide  it,  the  new  generations  cannot  he 
educated  and  Indoctrinated  in  a  revolutionary  manner  and  the  life  of  the 
revolution  cannot  he  maintained,  and  that  twists  and  turns  develop  in  the  work 
of  revolutionary  struggle  and  construction. 

Only  hy  strengthening  party  guidance  over  education  can  a  working  class 
position  and  revolutionary  principle  always  he  thoroughly  adhered  to,  ^d  can 
all  theoretical  and  practical  problems  arising  in  this  work  he  solved  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  needs  and  interests  of  the  working  class.

We  are  today  faced  with  the  glorious  yet  weighty  task  of  preserving  the 
successes  and  achievements  attained  in  education  and  of  bringing  about  a 
revolution  in  education  consistent  with  the  demands  of  the  intensifying  and 
developing  cause  of  modeling  the  whole  society  after  the  chuche  idea,  so  as 
to  improve  and  strengthen  higher  education  and  university  education  across 
the  board.  Strengthening  party  guidance  over  the  work  of  the  universities  in 
fulfilling  this  task  constitutes  an  extremely  important  problem. 

Of  first  Importance  in  party  guidance  over  university  work  is  the  film 
establishment  of  the  party's  unitary  ideology  system  among  Instructors  and 
students,  and  the  vigorous  pushing  fo3?ward  of  the  work  to  revolutionize  and 
working  class ize  them. 
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Our  universities  constitute  a  base  for  national  cadre  training  which  produces 
chuche-type  communist  revolutionary  talent  endlessly  loyal  to  party  and  leader. 

The  university  party  committee  must  sincerely  attend  to  indoctrination  work  to 
firmly  arm  instructors  and  students  with  the  unitary  Ideology  of  the  party  and 
to  establish  a  revolutionary  leader  viewpoint,  so  that  they  will  always  live 
and  act  in  accordance  with  the  thought  and  intent  of  party  and  leader,  no  matter 
where  they  are,  and  fully  uphold  the  leadership  of  the  party. 

The  targets  of  the  work  of  the  university  party  committee  are  for  the  most 
part  Intellectual  instructors  and  scholars  who  are  engaged  in  mental  labor, 
and  young  students  perpetuating  the  cause  of  chuche  generation  after 
generation.  The  majority  of  our  instructors  and  scholars  are  newly  trained 
intellectuals  who  have  had  little  opportunity  to  be  tempered  in  bitter 
revolutlonaiy  struggle  or  real-life  production.  Furthermore,  our  young 
students  form  a  new  generation  that  has  not  experienced  the  exploitation  and 
oppression  of  the  past,  having  grown  up  safe  and  sound.  Therefore,  the 
university  party  committee  must  focus  deep  concern  on  the  work  of  revolutionizing 
and  working  classizing  instructors  and  students. 

Also  of  importance  in  party  guidance  over  university  work  is  the  effor  to 
sincerely  carry  out  educational  indoctrination. 

The  basic  mission  of  the  university  is  to  tra.ln  technicians  and  specialists 
who  not  only  have  a  sound  ideological  foundation,  but  are  also  well  prepared 
as  technicians  and  specialists. 

The  developing  reality  demands  that  the  quality  of  university  education  be 
substantially  Improved  so  that  qualified  technicians  and  specialists  are 
trained  in  great  numbers.  Only  by  qualitatively  improving  the  level  of 
educational  indoctrination  in  universities  in  accordance  with  the  new  reality 
in  socialist  construction  and  the  trends  in  the  development  of  modern  science 
and  technology  can  capable  technicians  and  specialists  be  trained,  so  that 
the  nation's  scientific  and  technological  development  can  be  accelerated  at 
a  high  rate  of  speed  along  with  socialist  economic  construction.  The 
university  party  committee  must  put  its  primary  effort  into  attending  to  the 
work  of  university  educational  indoctrination,  and  improving  and  strengthening 
it. 

At  the  same  time  that  it  is  the  base  for  national  cadre  training,  the 
university  is  also  the  shrine  of  science.  If  scientific  research  is  not 
strengthened  in  the  universities,  the  qualitative  level  of  education  cannot 
be  continuously  improved  consistent  with  the  demands  of  revolutionary 
development  and  trends  in  the  development  of  science  and  technology,  and  the 
nation's  science  and  technology  cannot  be  rapidly  developed.  The  university 
party  committee  must  strengthen  scientific  research  among  instructors  and 
scholars  so  that  students  are  trained  as  capable  technicians  and  specialists, 
and  at  the  same  time  provide  leadership  so  that  valuable  results  of  scientific 
research  are  obtained. 
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Forming  firm  ranks  of  instructors  is  an  important  problem  in  party  guid^ce 
over  university  work#  With  the  party's  unitary  ideology  system  firmly  in 
place,  the  university  party  committee  should  focus  intense  party  concern  on 
selecting  good  individuals  who  are  endlessly  loyal  to  party  and  leader  and 
who  have  a  high  level  of  scientific  theoretical  skill,  so  as  to  solidify 
faculty  ranks.

The  university  party  committee  not  only  guides  the  political  and  ideological 
life  of  university  faculty  and  students,  but  also  has  the  responsibility  of 
maintaining  party  orientation  with  regard  to  the  implementation  of  our  party's 
educational  policy.  The  party  political  work  organized  and  carried  out  by  the 
university  party  committee  must  be  closely  combined  with  educational 
administrative  work.  Only  by  so  doing  can  faculty  indoctrination  be  correctly 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  educational  policy  of  the  party,  and  party 
political  work  contribute  to  successfully  maintaining  educational  administrative 
work. 

It  is  important  in  combining  party  political  work  with  educational  administrative 
work  that  party  work  be  carried  out  with  its  focus  on  fully  providing  faculty^ 
indoctrination.  Inasmuch  as  the  university  is  the  educational  organ  that  trains 
national  cadre,  there  is  nothing  more  Important  in  the  work  of  the  university 
than  faculty  indoctrination,  and  without  providing  faculty  indoctrination  the 
combination  of  party  political  work  with  educational  administrative  work  would 
be  inconceivable.  For  the  university  party  committee  to  give  precedence 
to  party  political  work  and  strengthen  its  work  with  instructors  and  students 
is  not  simply  an  end  in  Itself.  Its  objective  is  to  heighten  the  responsibility 
and  revolutionary  zeal  of  instructors  and  students  so  as  to  successfully 
maintain  the  work  of  faculty  indoctrination  that  confronts  the  university. 

The  university  party  committee  must  always  launch  party  political  work  with 
faculty  indoctrination  as  its  focus.  University  party  organizations  must 
strive  for  all  Instructors  to  thoroughly  apply  the  principles  of  socialist 
educational  science,  so  that  the  faculty  is  dyed  with  party  policy  and  fully 
applies  the  latest  advances  in  scientific  and  technological  development,  and 
for  chuche  to  be  firmly  established  in  specialized  scientific  education,  so 
that  if  just  one  thing  is  taught,  it  will  be  with  an  eye  to  providing  knowledge 
that  can  be  actually  applied  in  our  revolution.  At  the  same  time,  teaching 
methods  must  be  continuously  Improved  so  that  all  instructors  teach  using 
methods  of  enlightenment  and  eliminate  rote  memorization  and  copybook  methods 
of.  teaching. 
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The  university  party  committee  must  also  focus  on  carrying  out  guidance  over 
the  organizational  and  Ideological  life  of  Instructors  and  students  so  that 
they  perform  well  in  educational  indoctrination  and  course  study,  and  see  to 
it  that  all  work  performed  in  the  university  serves  the  work  of  educational 
indoctrination.  University  party  organizations  must  give  first  importance  to 
the  question  of  how  educational  indoctrination  is  performed  so  as  to  evaluate 
the  work  of  Instructors,  and,  using  course  study  performance  as  a  yardstick, 
evaluate  the  students. 

Correctly  mixing  collective  guidance  with  unified  command  in  party  guidance 
over  the  work  of  the  university  is  a  key  requirement  for  enhancing  the  role 
of  the  university  party  committee. 

The  university  party  committee  is  the  collective  guidance  organ  with  regard 
to. the  work  of  the  university.  The  university  party  committee  collectively 
discusses  and  solves  all  problem  facing  the  university,  from  the  work  of 
conducting  educational  programs  and  systematizing  school  management  to  that 
of  maintaining  the  material  conditions  of  education  and  providing  support 
services. 

Improving  and  strengthening  the  training  of  technicians  and  specialists 
consistent  with  the  demands  of  revolutionary  development  is  extremely  complex 
and  difficult  work.  It  is  not  something  that  can  be  handled  with  the  strength 
of  just  a  few  functionaries.  The  correct  course  and  methods  for  doing  so  can 
be  found  only  by  combining  the  ideas  and  wisdom  of  faculty  and  scholars  through 
collective  discussion.  Therefore,  university  party  committees  must 
collectively  discuss  important  problems  facing  the  university  so  as  to  adopt 
correct  measures  for  solving  them. 

Only  when  collectivism  in  guidance  is  correctly  combined  with  unity  of  command 
can  their  vitality  be  continuously  demonstrated.  Once  they  have  collectively 
discussed  a  problem  and  come  up  with  the  correct  solution,  university  paxty 
committees  must  strive  for  administrative  responsible  functionaries  to  take 
up  their  assignments  and  guide  educational  administrative  work  in  a  unified 
manner.  University  party  committees  must  thoroughly  watch  out  for  any 
tendency  to  set  educational  administration  off  by  Itself  or  to  carry  out  the 
work  of  educational  administration  by  proxy,  and  party  functionaries  must 
always  be  a  positive  motive  force  in  getting  administrative  functionaries  to 
carry  out  the  tasks  they  have  received  from  the  party  committee  in  a  timely 
and  party- oriented  manner. 

It  is  school  admlnstrative  functionaries  and  instructors  who  are  directly 
responsible  for  education  in  the  university.  Inasmuch  as  that  is  the  case, 
only  by  enhancing  their  role  can  the  educational  policy  of  the  party  be 
accurately  Implemented.  The  university  party  committee  must  provide  political 
support  so  that  university  educational  functionaries  accurately  implement 
the  party's  educational  policy,  and  provide  leadership  so  that  they  always 
take  charge  of  the  work  standards  of  departments,  lectures,  research  centers 
and  research  rooms  in  a  parfy-oriented  manner,  and  perform  educational  work 
and  scientific  research  work  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  uartv 
policy. 
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The  thought  on  strengthening  party  guidance  over  education  and  enhancing  the 
role  of  the  university  party  committee  expressed  In  the  beloved  Comrade 
Kim  Ghong-ll's  historic  work  "On  Further  Development  of  Educational  Work" 
has  Important  theoretical  and  practical  significance. 

Our  party  has  delineated  the  fact  that  strengthening  party  guidance  over

[Text]  Training  individuals  as  communist  revolutionaries  with  an  established 
revolutionary  world  view  is  one  of  the  most  important  problems  arising  in 
revolutionary  struggle  and  construction. 

A  revolutionary  world  view  is  the  way  of  looking  at  the  world  while  standing 
firmly  on  a  working  class  position,  and  a  viewpoint  and  position  concerning  the 
world.  Only  the  person  who  has  a  revolutionary  world  view  can  possess  a 
scientific  understanding  of  nature  and  society  and  analyze  all  physical  . 
pheonomena  from  a  working  class  position,  and  sacrifice  himself  to  the  struggle 
to  protect  the  Interests  of  the  working  masses.  The  individual  with  a 
revolutionary  world  view  does  not  succumb  to  the  influence  of  any  manner  of 
vinhealthy  ideas  which  run  counter  to  the  revolutlonaiy  thought  of  the  working 
class,  but  fights  fiercely  against  them,  and  devotes  his  all  to  the  struggle 
to  smash  the  exploitive  class  and  exploitive  society.  If  not  for  the  work  of 
arming  the  people  with  a  revolutionary  world  view,  the  successful  advance  of 
revolution  and  construction  would  be  inconceivable. 

Fifteen  years  ago  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  published  his  classic 
work  "Education  and  Art  and  Literature  Must  Contribute  to  the  Establishment  of 
the  Revolutionary  World  View  of  the  People,"  and  in  so  doing  provided  a 
scientific  explanation  of  the  role  played  by  education  and  art  and  literature 
in  the  formation  of  a  revolutionary  world  view.

Our  chuche  art  and  literature  constitute  a  powerful  means  for  the  establishment 
of  a  revolutionary  world  view.

If  art  cind  literature  are  to  serve  as  a  powerful  means  for  establishing  the 
revolutionary  world  view  of  the  people  of  our  times,  they  must  create  a  model 
of  the  new  man  of  the  chuche  age  and  profoundly  delve  into  socially  significant 
and  pressing  human  problems.

In  addition,  the  noble  characterizations  of  communist  fighters  endlessly  loyal 
to  the  great  leader,  including  the  Indomitable  revolutionary  fighter  Comrade 
Kim  Chong-suk,  so  brilliantly  portrayed  in  the  full-length  novel  "On  the  Path 
of  Loyalty"  and  the  revolutionary  films  "Loyal  Guards"  and  "Far  from 
Headquarters,"  and  those  characterized  in  such  works  as  the  art  film  "Party 
Responsible  Sectretary"  and  the  film  "Wolmi  Island,"  and  the  full-length  novel 
"Fervent  Heart,"  serve  as  models  in  the  establishment  of  the  revolutionary 
world  view  of  party  members  and  workers. 

Diverse  presentation  of  the  changes  that  take  place  as  common  people  of  all 
classes  and  levels  mature  into  ardent  revolutionaries  and  communist  fighters 
through  the  course  of  arduous  revolutionary  struggle  constitutes  an  extremely 
important  problem  in  making  chuche  art  and  literature  into  a  powerful  means 
of  establishing  a  revolutionary  world  view. 

With  the  definition  by  the  beloved  Comrade  Kim  Chong- il  of  the  fact  that 
revolutionary  awareness  develops  and  is  solidified  through  diverse  processes 
deriving  from  a  variety  of  conditions,  such  as  class  origin,  social  position, 
life  experiences,  effect  of  environment  and  school  education,  our  art  and 
literature  were  enabled  to  accurately  portray  the  growth  of  common  people 
as  revolutionaries  firmly  armed  with  a  revolutionary  world  view  as  they 
progressed  along  the  path  of  life. 

The  awakening  of  revolutionary  awareness  in  people  is  not  something  that  is 
one-dimensional,  nor  does  it  derive  from  exactly  the  same  trials  and  struggle. 

The  process  whereby  revolutionary  awareness  is  conceived  and  grows  takes  a 
variety  of  forms  depending  on  what  path  one  walks  and  matures  under  what 
circumstances  and  through  the  Influence  of  what  kinds  of  organizations  and 
individuals . 
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Inasmuch  as  the  motivation  hy  which  revolutionary  awareness  develops  differs 
for  each  individual,  and  the  process  of  growing  into  a  comhattant  is  not 
identical  in  the  case  of  the  worker,  the  farmer  or  the  intellectual,  the 
process  by  which  a  revolutionary  world  view  becomes  established  must  be 
diversely  portrayed,  depending  on  the  social  and  class  environment  and  position 
in  life  of  the  human  characters,  in  art  and  literature.  To  say  that  the 
overall  inevitability  of  the  formation  of  a  revolutionary  world  view  is  brought 
to  light  does  not  mean,  however,  that  the  social  and  class  position  of  people, 
the  fundamental  living  conditions  that  they  endure,  or  their  individual 
characteristics  are  to  be  overlooked,  or  that  all  individuals  are  to  be 
portrayed  as  being  of  the  same  ilk. 

If  the  process  of  formation  of  the  revolutionary  world  view  of  various 
individuals  is  to  be  diversely  characterized,  then  their  individual  traits  must 
be  brought  to  light  and  the  fundamental  aspects  of  their  character  examined. 

The  different  characterizations  in  the  revolutionary  film  "Star  of  Korea"  of 
the  process  of  growth  of  Kim  Hyok  and  Pak  To-pom,  who  had  different  social  and 
class  origins,  is  a  good  example  of  this. 

By  properly  portraying  in  this  manner  the  process  by  which  people  of  each 
class  and  level  all  grow  into  revolutionaries  by  following  individual  paths 
that  reflect  their  own  class  position  and  circumstances  of  life,  our  art  and 
literature  proves  the  fact  that  anyone  who  is  so  resolved  can  embark  on  the 
path  of  revolution,  and  that  all  people  can  become  revolutionaries  by  troddlng 
on  their  own  individual  courses. 

The  beloved  Comrade  Kim  Chong- il  has  provided  guidance  so  that  the  process  of 
growth  of  a  revolutionary  world  view  is  diversely  portrayed  both  in  the 
creation  of  works  with  a  theme  of  revolutionary  struggle  and  in  the  creation 
of  works  with  a  theme  of  socialist  reality. 

A  revolutionary  world  view  is  not  formed  soley  through  the  process  of  waging 
revolutionary  struggle  to  tear  down  an  exploitive  system  or  revolutionary  war 
to  smash  imperialist  aggressors,  but  also  through  struggle  for  socialist 
remolding  and  through!  the  process  of  creative  labor  to  subjugate  nature  and 
develop  the  economy.  The  process  whereby  people  who  have  little  class 
consciousness  and  are  deficient  in  revolutionary  awareness  are  remade  through 
criticism  is  in  essence  the  process  of  establishing  a  revolutionary  world  view. 
Therefore,  a  model  of  the  revolutionized  person  must  be  created  in  works  with 
a  theme  of  socialist  realism,  and  the  process  of  the  revolutlonizatlon  and 
working  classization  of  individuals  diversely  portrayed. 

By  diversely  showing  a  model  of  revolutlonizatlon  and  the  process  of  remolding 
individuals  in  various  foims  of  works  with  themes  of  realism,  such  as  the  art 
films  "Woiking  Family,"  "Village  of  Flowers,"  "New  Journey"  and  "Springtime  of 
Youth,"  our  art  and  literature  has  made  it  possible  to  contribute  powerfully 
to  the  formation  of  a  revolutionary  world  view  for  workers  tolling  at  each 
and  every  outpost  of  socialist  construction. 

Concretely  delving  into  the  pshychologlcal  realms  of  people  is  an  important 
artistic  method  for  in-depth  portrayal  of  the  process  of  formation  of  the 
revolutionary  world  view. 
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Comrade  Kim  Chong- 11,  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Political 
Bureau  of  the  KWP  Central  Committee  and  a  secretary  of  the  Party  Central 
Committee,  pointed  out  the  following; 

"In  order  to  provide  an  in-depth  and  detailed  portrayal  of  the  process  of 
development  of  ideological  awareness,  the  psychological  realm  must  be  delved 
into  in  a  concrete  mannero"  ("Theory  of  Cinematic  Airt"  p  4l) 

Delving  into  the  psychological  realm  and  portraying  in  depth  the  process  of 
development  of  ideological  awareness  is  a  principle  of  characterization  that 
derives  from  the  fundamental,  requirements  of  the  study  of  communist  man.  When 
the  process  of  establishing  the  revolutionary  world  view  of  individuals  is  not 
shown  through  a  concrete  investigation  of  their  psychological  realm,  their 
characterization  cannot  but  be  an  abstract  generalization.  Only  by  exploring 
people's  psychological  realm  through  their  lives,  no  matter  what  the  situation, 
can  their  Ideo-splritual  makeup  be  portrayed  in  depth  and  in  detail. 

Of  importance  in  providing  an  in-depth  portrayal  of  the  psychological  realm  of 
individuals  is  the  proper  examination  of  how  class  awareness  is  produced  and 
developed  in  the  process  of  being  confronted  with  manifold  and  complex  social 
phenomena. 

Inasmuch  as  a  revolutionary  world  view  has  a  social,  class  foundation,  if  the 
process  of  its  formation  is  to  be  animatedly  delineated,  the  social  conditions 
that  make  it  possible  for  class  awareness  and  revolutionary  awareness  to  come 
into  being  and  grow  must  be  correctly  established,  and  the  subsequent  process 
of  development  in  the  psychological  realm  must  be  vividly  portrayed  in 
accordance  with  the  logic  of  life  and  personality.  However,  Inasmuch  as  the 
ideological  awareness  of  people  cannot  be  seen  with  the  eye  or  calculated 
with  numbers,  if  the  process  of  development  of  ideological  awareness  is  to  be 
portrayed  so  that  it  can  be  perceived  by  the  eye,  the  psychological  realm  must 
be  expressed  in  concrete  action. 

If  a  characterization  is  created  in  which  ideological  awareness  gradually 
increases,  but  does  not  have  concurrent  development  of  the  spiritual  realm 
and  just  goes  along  with  events  as  they  occur,  the  fundamental  process  of 
personality  growth  cannot  be  explored  and  it  is  not  possible  to  identify  with 
the  character's  actions  and  life.  Therefore,  once  the  conditions  in  which  it 
is  possible  for  a  revolutionary  world  view  to  be  established  have  been  set  up, 
they  must  be  portrayed  in  detail  not  as  something  apart  from  the  process  in 
which  events  take  place,  but  as  the  world  of  experiences  in  which  people  see 
and  hear  and  feel  and  accept  things. 

Also  of  Importance  in  portraying  the  process  in  which  a  revolutlona3:y  world 
view  is  established  is  the  in-depth  portrayal  of  the  process  whereby  common 
people  gradually  embrace  revolution  through  the  vicissitudes  of  struggle  and 
living,  and  move  out  to  struggle. 

As  defined  by  the  beloved  Comrade  Kim  Chong- 11,  everyone's  class  consciousness 
gradually  increases  as  part  of  life  and  struggle,  and  grows  into  a  revolutionaiy , 
and  therefore  only  by  properly  portraying  the  vicissitudes  suffered  on  the  path 
of  struggle  can  people  be  made  to  be  sympathetic. 
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People  cannot  master  revolutionary  thought  by  studying  It  once  or  twice,  nor 
can  they  become  revolutionaries  in  a  couple  of  struggles  when  a  fair  wind  is 
blowing.  It  is  only  through  the  process  of  experiencing  the  ups  and  downs 
of  bitter  struggle  and  encountering  obstacles  that  a  revolutionaiy  world  view 
can  be  established. 

The  brilliant  characterizations  created  in  the  process  of  making  Immortal 
classic  works  into  films,  operas,  dramas  and  novels  clearly  prove  that  the 
revolutionary  world  view  of  their  lead  characters  derives  from  the  vicissitudes 
of  life  and  intense  psychological  experiences.  The  mother  in  the  immortal 
classic  work  "Sea  of  Blood,"  the  prisoner  in  "One  Volunteer's  Mission"  and  the 
flower  worker  in  "Girl  Selling  Flowers  all  lost  loved  ones  to  the  enemy  at  a 
crossroad  in  their  bitter  destiny,  and,  experiencing  tearful  human  tragedy, 
embarked  on  the  path  of  revolution. 

The  captivating  characterizations  of  heroes  of  works  created  in  recent  years, 
such  as  Y1  Ghong-sun  in  "Always  with  One  Mind"  and  "Pledge  of  that  Day," 

Ghoe  Myong-chln  in  "Early  Spring, "  Pak  Tae-song  in  "Water  of  life"  and  Kang  Tae-u 
in  "Morning  of  Ambition,  were  also  created  by  applying  these  principles  of 
characterization. 

The  fact  that  the  art  film  "The  Brigade  Gommander's  Old  Sergeant"  is  successful 
in  conveying  the  honor  maintained  in  human  relationships  stems  from  its  deep 
penetration  of  the  psychological  realm  of  human  beings  to  show  that  the  dignity 
and  value  of  a  person  are  not  derived  from  position  or  rank,  but  from  loyalty 
to  party,  leader,  fatherland  and  people — -a  significant  problem  of  humanity 
which  the  film  brings  to  light  with  philosophical  profundity.  The  portrayal 
of  Sergeant  Ghu  Hyon-chol,  for  whom  30  years  had  flashed  by  in  the  snow  fields 
splattered  with  the  blood  of  his  comrades  in  arms,  conveys  the  noble  spiritual 
makeup  of  the  nameless  heroes  and  anonymous  patriots  of  our  times.

"The  present  South  Korean  authorities,  who  slezed  power  through  a  conspiracy 
under  the  manipulation  of  the  United  States,  is  clinging  persistently  to  its 
traitorous  policy  of  dependence  on  outside  forces,"  ("Answers  to  Questions 
Posed  by  Foreign  Journalists"  Vol  3f  P  338) 

Dependence  on  outside  powers  and  flunkeyist  treason  are  the  reason  for  being 
and  the  primary  traits  of  the  South  Korean  puppets. 

After  seizing  power  at  bayonet  point  under  the  patronage  of  their  masters,  the 
Chon  Tu-hwan  group  is  concealing  neither  its  means  nor  its  methods  in  grasping 
for  a  life  ring  in  strengthening  its  collusion  with  the  Japanese  reactionaries. 
They  are  even  going  so  far  as  to  engage  in  the  traitorous  behavior  of 
advocating  a  "partnership  for  destiny"  with  Japan  that  their  predecessor 
puppets  in  South  Korea  did  not  have  the  nerve  to  flaunt  publicly. 

The  vile  and  flunkeyist  traitor  Chon  Tu-hwan  group  unflinchingly  prattles  on 
about  this  "partnership  in  destlny"with  Japan,  saying  that  South  Korea  and 
Japan  have  the  "same  territorial  domain"  and  the  "same  destiny,"  and  therefore 
share  a  "life  and  death  fate."  They  rant  and  rave  that  the  "partnership  in 
destiny"  with  Japan  is  a  "shield"  against  some  "communist  threat."  But  this 
is  nothing  more  than  shameless  sophistry  designed  to  hoodwink  the  people. 

In  essence,  the  "partnership  in  destiny"  argument  waved  about  by  the  Chon  Tu- 
hwan  puppet  clique  is  intended  to  rationalize  their  traitorous  acts  of 
turning  South  Korea  into  a  colony  of  the  Japanese  reactionaries  and  preserving 
their  own  "regime"  under  their  patronage. 
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This  "partnership  in  destiny"  argument  of  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  is 
nothing  new.  It  first  raised  its  head  following  the  signing  in  I965  of  the 
traitorous  "agreement"  between  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  and  the  Japanese 
reactionaries,  as  part  of  the  scheming  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  Japanese 

reactionaries  to  further  strengthen  their  domination  and  control  over  South 
Korea, 


In  the  1969  joint  statement"  released  by  the  former  ringleader  of  Japan  Sato 
and  f^ormer  U,S,  ringleader  Nixon,  their  ambition  of  intensifying  domination 
over  South  Korea  was  reflected  in  the  statement  that  "the  security  of  South 
Korea  bears  directly  on  the  security  of  Japan,  and  this  gave  rise  to  the 
argument  that  Japan  and  South  Korea  have  a  "partnership  In  destiny,"  This 

"the  "joint  statement"  signed  by  Fukuta  and  Garter  in 
1977,  thereby  establishing  the  "partnership  in  destiny"  of  Japan  and  South 
Korea  as  a  political  problem. 


In  essence,  this  "partnership  in  destiny"  cooked  up  by  U,S.  and  Japanese 
reactionaries  underscores  the  objective  of  turning  South  Korea  into  the  twofold 
colony  of  the  U,S.  imperialists  and  the  Japanese  reactionaries.  In  it  is 
hidden  the  vile  objective  of  the  U,S.  imperialists  using  Japan  in  holding  on 
to  South  Korea  as  a  permanent  colonly  and  as  a  stepping  stone  for  intensifying 
their  plotting  for  aggression  and  war.  It  is  also  filled  with  the  plans  of 
aggression  of  the  Japanese  reactionaries  who  are  ever  watching  for  an 
opportunity  to  renew  their  aggression  against  South  Korea,

^  ^®stiny  between  South  Korea  and  Japan  maintains  intact  the  Japanese  and 
"partnership  in  destiny"  cooked  up  by  their  two  main  masters 
with  the  objective  of  strengthening  their  domination  and  control  over  South 
K.orea, 


The  destiny  of  the  slave  is  that  he  cannot  live  for  an  Instant  without 
groyel^g  before  his  master.  Therefore,  flunkeyist  traitors  do  the  bidding 

perpetrate  traitorous  schemes.  In  the  past  it  was  traitors 
such  as  Yi  Wan-yong  and  Song  Pyong-chun  who  upheld  the  "Korea-Japan  unification" 
abricated  by  the  Japanese  Imperialists  and  sold  out  nation  and  people  lock, 
stock  and  barrel,  claiming  all  the  while  that  it  was  for  the  good  of  the 
Korean  people.

The  Vile  objective  of  the  unflagging  pushing  of  South  Korean  and  Japanese 
partnership  in  destiny"  by  the  Chon  Tu-hean  group  is  that  of  groveling  before 
he  Japanese  reac^onaries  in  order  to  further  their  own  filthy  ends.  Spouting 
off  about  the  partnership  in  destiny"  of  South  Korea  and  Japan,  the  Chon  Tu- 
wan  group  is  throwing  open  the  door  to  reaggression  against  South  Korea  by 
the Japanese  reactionaries  in  return  for  their  "protection"  and  "assistance," 
attempt  to  preserve  their  tottering  colonial  military-fascist 
dictatorship  and  to  pursue  their  own  idleness  and  luxury. 
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Even  Japanese  publications  have  remarked  on  this  collusion  of  aggression  and 
treason  fromed  between  the  South  Korean  puppets  and  the  Japanese  reactionaries. 

A  Japanese  newspaper  has  written  that  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppets  asked  Japan 
to  recognize  the  "partnership  in  destiny"  of  Japan  and  South  Korea,  and  that 
in  response  Japan  indicated  that  it  was  "part  of  the  security  sphere"  of  South 
Korea  and  had  decided  to  provide  large  amounts  of  government  funds  to  strengthen 
the  Chong  Tu-hwan  "regime." 

All  of  the  facts  show  that  the  argument  about  a  "partnership  in  destiny" 
between  South  Korea  and  Japan  of  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  is  a  traitorous 
and  shameless  sophistry  put  forward  by  the  cat's  paw  to  please  its  master. 

The  aggression  and  traitorous  collusion  between  the  South  Korean  puppets  and 
the  Japanese  reactionaries  that  resulted  from  this  "partnership  in  destiny" 
is  today  being  further  strengthened. 

First  of  all,  the  traitorous  Chon  Tu-hwan  group  threw  open  the  door  for 
Japanese  reactionaries  to  fully  attain  political  domination  and  control  over 
South  Korea. 

Selling  out  political  sovereignity  to  a  foreign  power  is  the  ultimate  crime  of 
national  treason,  one  that  can  never  be  condoned.  Nevertheless,  the  Chon  Tu- 
hwan  group  has  not  hesitated  to  form  a  political  collusion  which  has  allowed 
the  reaggression  scheming  of  the  Japanese  imperialists. 

The  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  is  striving  to  provide  Japanese  reactionaries 
with  "legal"  means  to  politically  re- invade  South  Korea,  and  to  get  the 
Japanese  to  positively  support  the  current  military-fascist  dictatorial 
"regime."  This  has  led  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  criminals  in  recent  years  to  bring 
a  succession  of  notorious  Japanese  reactionary  ringleaders  into  South  Korea 
in  order  to  launch  their  aggression  and  to  sell  out  the  nation.  They  have 
chased  after  the  coattails  of  the  Japanese  reactionaries  and  cozled  up  to  them, 
while  at  the  same  time  holding  secret  talks  with  them.  The  visit  to  Japan  last 
September  by  the  criminal  Chon  Tu-hwan  is  a  case  in  point. 

Making  the  trip  to  Japan  despite  the  universal  protests  of  the  South  Korean 
people,  the  Chong  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  called  on  the  Japanese  "Emperor" — the 
root  source  of  past  Japanese  imperialist  colonial  rule  in  Korea  and  a  war 
criminal — and  kowtowed  to  him  and  flattered  him,  held  meetings  with  Japanese 
reactionary  ringleaders  on  several  occasions,  and  even  went  so  far  as  to  sign 
a  "joint  statement"  filled  with  aggression  and  treason.  In  doing  so,  the 
Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  was  bragging  that  "a  new  era,  one  that  will  last 
a  thousand  years"  had  been  initiated  between  South  Korea  and  Japan.  This 
shows  that  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  clique  is  a  vile  group  of  pro-Japanese  flunkeylst 
traitors  lacking  in  even  rudimentary  human  pride  and  conscience. 

With  the  strengthening  of  political  collusion  between  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  clique 
and  the  Japanese  reactionaries,  the  latter  are  even  more  nakedly  carrying  out 
their  aggressive  schemes  against  South  Korea.  While  positively  patronizing 
the  traitorous  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  that  has  been  censured  by  the  South 
Korean  people,  the  Japanese  reactionaries  are  openly  interfering  in  the  internal 
political  affairs  of  our  nation.  They  are  cunningly  acting  to  attain  the 
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criminal  "two  Koreas"  fabrication  and  the  "simultaneous  membership  in  the 
U.N."  scheming  advanced  by  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet 
clique,  and  are  hostile  to  our  republic  and  running  amuck  trying  to  perpetuate 
the  division  of  our  nation. 

As  a  result  of  the  aggressive  scheming  of  the  Japanese  reactionaries  that  is 
becoming  more  intense  with  each  passing  day ,  South  Korea  is  becoming  more 
deeply  mired  in  the  colonial  domination  and  subordination  of  the  U.S. 
imperialists  and  Japanese  reactionaries. 

The  traitorous  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  has  also  opened  the  door  wide  for 
the  economic  penetration  of  South  Korea  by  Japanese  reactionaries. 

As  is  well  known  throughout  the  world,  the  South  Korean  economy  today  is  the 
paragon  of  a  colonial  subordinate  economy  dependent  on  foreign  nations.  That 
this  has  happened  to  the  South  Korean  economy  is  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that 
the  Chon  Tu-hwan  traitors  have  brought  in  foreign  comprador  capital,  and  in 
particular  Japanese  comprador  capital,  into  South  Korea. 

The  Chon  Tu-hwan  group  has  made  foreign  investment  the  number  one 'objective  in 
the  economic  sphere,  and  has  adopted  such  traitorous  measures  as  advantageous 
investment  conditions  for  foreign  capitalists,  and  especially  for  Japanese 
capitalists,  as  well  as  special  prlveleges  and  diplomatic  immunity.  In  order 
to  at-tract  even  more  Japanese  comprador  capital,  they  have  eliminated  laws 
pertaining  to  Japanese  capitalists,  and  have  guaranteed  unlimited  "freedom" 
for  the  capital  Investors.  As  a  result,  Japanese  comprador  capital  is 
penetrating  the  South  Korean  economy  at  will,  without  any  restrictions  at  all, 
and  has  a  strangle  hold  on  it. 

Using  the  path  opened  for  them  by  the  South  Korean  puppets,  Japanese  comprador 
capitalists  are  strengthening  their  economic  penetration  of  South  Korea  through 
all  manner  of  means  and  methods,  including  "loans,"  direct  investment  and 
exports.  The  $8.9  million  in  Japanese  government  "loans"  made  to  South  Korea 
in  1970  had  risen  to  $1,835  billion  in  I983.  In  addition,  direct  Investments 
of  Japanese  comprador  capital  in  South  Korea  amounted  to  $26l  million  in  1972, 
but  had  risen  to  $7^2  million  in  October  1983*  As  this  shows,  the  economic 
penetration  of  Japanese  comprador  capital  in  South  Korea  has  rapidly  ejspanded. 
As  a  result,  Japanese  comprador  capital  has  strengthened  its  grip  on  the 
overall  South  Korean  economy  while  at  the  same  time  raking  in  enormous  amounts 
of  interest. 

Due  to  the  massive  penetration  of  J apanese  comprador  capital ,  public  industry 
in  South  Korea  has  almost  disappeared,  and  the  South  Korean  economy  han  been 
totally  transformed  into  a  twofold  colonial  dependent  economy  of  the  U.S. 
imperialists  and  Japanese  reactionaries. 

With  the  intensification  of  U.S.  and  Japanese  capitalist  economic  domination 
and  plunder.  South  Korea  is  being  crushed  by  foreign  debts.  According  to 
statistics,  the  debt  owed  by  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  in  1979  was 
$20.5  billion,  but  at  the  end  of  1983,  four  years  after  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet 
clique  seized  power,  it  had  risen  to  $47  billion.. 
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The  severe  crisis  faced  by  the  South  Korean  economy  is  worsening  the  living 
conditions  of  the  broad  working  masses  in  South  Korea,  and  is  creating  an 
economic  plight  for  them  that  is  historically  unprecedented. 

The  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  is  also  strengthening  military  collusion  with 
the  Japanese  reationaries , 

Claiming  that  South  Korea  is  the  "bulwark  of  Japanese  security"  and  that 
Japan  should  "strengthen"  its  military  forces  not  only  for  its  own  self-defense, 
but  also  for  "regional  stability,"  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  is 
strengthening  its  military  collusion  iwth  the  Japanese  reactionaries  and 
scheming  to  draw  the  aggressive  force  of  Japanese  "Self-Defense  Forces"  into 
South  Korea. 

The  Chong  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  has  concluded  various  military  agreements 
secretly  with  the  Japanese  reactioharies,  including  a  "top  secret  agreement 
on  military  operations"  and  an  "agreement  on  mutual  military  training,"  on  the 
basis  of  which  "cooperation"  with  Japanese  militarists  is  being  expanded.  In 
addition,  the  South  Korean  puppets  have  set  up  such  military  consultative 
mechanisms  as  the  "Security  Consultative  Committee"  with  the  Japanese 
reationaries  and  are  putting  together  systems  for  military  operations, 
communications  and  operational  command,  and  improving  them  through  such  things 
as  "joint  training"  and  "joint  command." 

Furthermore,  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  is  launching  schemes  to  bring  in 
extensive  funds  and  technology  from  Japan  in  order  to  beef  up  military  industry, 
and  to  match  the  specifications  of  weapons  and  military  equipment  to  those  of 
the  Japanese  "Self-Defense  Forces." 

Crying  that  the  dispatch  of  U.S,  forces  stationed  in  Japan  to  the  Korean 
Peninsula  and  overseas  explditions  by  Japanese  "Self-Defense  Forces"  do  not 
violate  the  Japanese  constitution,  the  Japanese  reactionaries  are  heating  up 
their  military  aggression  scheming  against  South  Korea  more  than  at  any  other 
time.  While  urging  on  the  military-fascist  system  of  rule  of  the  Chon  Tu-hwan 
puppet  clique,  they  are  again  having  the  wild  illusion  of  reoccupylng  South 
Korea  and  then  fulfilling  their  ancient  dream  of  a  "greater  East-Aslan 
co-prosperity  sphere."  Due  to  the  military  scheming  of  the  Japanese 
reactionaries,  which  grows  more  naked  every  day  under  the  patronage  of  the 
U.S.  imperialists,  peace  is  being  threatened  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  in 
the  Far  East,  and  the  threat  of  war  in  this  region  is  being  further  Increased. 

The  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  has  also  flung  open  the  door  the  penetration  of 
Japanese  reactionary  ideological  and  cultural  values  into  South  Korea. 

That  Japanese  customs  and  manners  are  becoming  more  pronounced  in  South  Korea 
today,  and  that  idolization  and  flunkeylsm  concerning  Japan  are  on  the  upswing, 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  group  has  opened  the  door  for 
Japanese  reactionaries  to  penetrate  their  reactionary  ideology  and  culture 
into  South  Korea  at  will. 
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All  of  the  facts  vividly  show  that  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  military-fascist  clique 
are  never  to  be  forgiven  vile  ringleaders  who  are  selling  out  the  nation  and 
the  people  to  the  Japanese  reactionaries. 

As  long  as  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  robbers  are  left  in  place  in  South  Korea  the  South 
Korean  people  cannot  free  themselves  from  their  unfortunate  destiny  of  find 
national  Independence,  and  the  independent  and  peaceful  reunification  of  the 
nation  cannot  be  attained. 

The  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  hopes  to  find  a  way  to  keep  Itself  alive  in 
its  traitorous  machinations,  but  that  is  no  more  than  an  anachronistic  fantasy. 

Flunkeyist  traitors  who  depend  on  outside  forces  to  keep  alive  are  thrown  off 
in  the  end  by  their  own  people  or  their  masters,  and  are  destroyed.  The  fate 
of  dictators  who  have  survived  through  treason  and  oppression  is  clear.  The 
wretched  end  of  a  series  of  South  Korean  puppets  is  proof  positive  of  that. 

The  Chon  Tu-hwan  military-fascist  "regime"  is  totally  isolated  from  the  South 
Korean  people,  and  their  foundation  is  very  shakey.  The  progressive  people  of 
the  world  and  broad  social  circles  are  raising  voices  that  condemn  the  Chon  fu- 
hwan  puppet  clique. 

The  traitorous  Chon  Tu-hwan  Clique  must  be  subjected  to  the  harsh  trial  of 
the  people. 

The  South  Korean  people  must  thorou^ly  crush  the  traitorous  scheming  of  the 
Chon  Tu-hwan  clique  and  the  aggressive  plots  of  the  Japanese  reactionaries, 
and  forcefully  spur  on  the  struggle  for  the  independent  and  peaceful 
reunification  of  the  nation. 
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THE  PENETRATION  OF  SOUTHEAST  ASIA  BY  JAPANESE  MONOPOLISTIC  CAPITAL

[Text]  The  Japanese  militarists,,  who  have  been  given  rebirth  imder  the 
positive  encouragement  of  the  U^S.  imperialists,  are  today  malting  even  more 
naked  their  aggressive  scheming  against  the  Asian  region. 

Jumping  on  the  bandwagon  of  the  strategy  of  aggression  against  Asia  of  the 
U.S,  imperialists  while  accelerating  the  "militarization"  of  Japan,  the 
Japanese  reactionaries  are  plotting  overseas  expansion  while  stubbornly 
perpetrating  economic  penetration  schemes  against  the  Southeast  Asian  region. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  has  taught  as  follows: 

"Today  Japanese  militarism  is  growing  into  a  dangerous  force  of  aggression  in 
Asia.  Riding  on  the  back  of  the  U.S.  imperialists,  the  forces  of  Japanese 
militarism  are  lost  in  the  wild  fantasy  of  fulfilling  their  old  dream  of  a 
'greater  East  Asian  Co-prosperlty  sphere,'"  ("Collected  Works  of  Kim  Il-song" 
Vol  20,  p  383) 

Continuous  expansion  through  unlimited  exploitation  and  plunder  is  the  essence 
of  monopolistic  capital.  Carrying  out  political  and  economic  penetration  of 
other  nations  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  expanding  monopolistic  capital , 
and  ultimately  launching  naked  military  aggression,  constitute  the  life  blood 
and  reason  for  living  of  imperlal-lsm,  Japanese  monopolistic  ca,pital  is 
pressing  for  overseas  expansion  now  more  than  at  any  other  time,  and  has 
firmly  embarked  on  the  path  of  overseas  penetration. 

The  Japanese  reactionaries,  engaged  as  they  are  in  their  fantasy  of  fulfilling 
their  long-cherished  dream  of  a  "greater  East-Asian  co-prosperity  sphere,"  is 
launching  mass  economic  penetration  not  only  against  Asia  as  a  whole,  but  in 
particular  against  Southeast  Asia. 

The  economic  penetijatlon  of  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  of  Southeast  Asia 
is  being  undertaken  using  a  variety  of  forms,  Including  "N-loans,"  "deferred 
payment  expoirts"  and  direct  investment.  Of  these,  the  fundamental  method  is 
the  form  of  direct  investment  using  "multi-national  co:^orations . " 
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Using  the  economic  needs  and  difficulties  of  Southeast  Asian  nations  and 
working  under  the  guise  of  economic  "cooperation"  and  "joint  development," 
Japanese  monopolistic  capital  expands  its  economic  hold  over  these  nations 
by  setting  up  numerous  branches  of  "multi-national  corporations . " 

"Multi-national  corporations"  are  a  new  form  of  international  monopoly  by  which 
their  main  offices  in  imperialist  nations  and  their  offshoots  in  other  nations 
form  a  single  corporation.  Because  the  subsidiary  companies  set  up  by 
monopolistic  capital  overseas  put  up  the  front  of  being  local  legal  entities 
in  conducting  their  business,  they  appear  to  be  companies  of  those  nations, 
but  in  reality  they  are  under  the  control  of  the  main  company  and  function  as 
the  local  arm  of  international  monopolistic  capital,  and  are  nothing  more  than 
footholds  for  economic  aggression. 

Beginning  in  1970,  when  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  made  Japan  an  "economic 
power,  it  made  its  chief  objective  the  creation  of  these  "multi-national 
corporations."  This  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  in  July  I974  the  Japanese 
government  moved  to  have  the  "Association  of  Economic  Organizations,"  "Chamber 
of  Commerce,"  "Traxie  Commission"  and  other  such  organizations  of  monopolistic 
capitalists  found  the  "Association  of  Overseas  Japanese  Businesses"  and  to 
set  up  "multi-national  corporations"  overseas  in  large  numbers,  and  to  support 
them  even  went  so  far  as  to  have  the  Japanese  Cabinet  set  up  a  "Liaison  Group 
on  Multi-National  Corporation  Labor  Problems." 

Based  on  the  strategy  of  overseas  economic  penetration  by  Japanese  reactionary 
managers,  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  intensified  its  scheming  to  penetrate 
Southeast  Aslan  nations. 

By  1981  direct  Investments  of  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  in  Southeast  Asia 
amounted  to  $13,168  billion,  or  29  percent  of  total  direct  Investments  overseas 
that  year.  Furthermore,  as  of  June  I982  the  number  of  subsidiary  companies  of 
Japanese  monopolistic  capital  established  in  this  region  was  around  2,730,  or 
39  percent  of  the  total  number  of  overseas  subsidiary  companies. 

Japanese  "multi-national  corporations"  are  heavily  concentrated  in  the  "ASEAN" 
countries.  In  I982  direct  investments  by  Japanese  "multi-national  corporations" 
in  "ASEAN"  countries  was  $10.76  billion,  or  more  than  80  percent  of  the  total 
investment  of  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  in  Southeast  Asia. 

That  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  makes  Southeast  Asia  its  prime  target  for 
economic  penetration  is  no  accident. 

This  is  related  first  of  all  to  the  fact  that  Japanese  monopolistic  capital, 
hopes  to  turn  the  Southeast  Asian  region  into  a  stable  source  of  raw  materials 
and  market  for  goods,  and  ultimately  to  draw  the  nations  of  this  region  into 
a  "trans-Pacific  union"  that  will  serve  as  a  substitute  for  the  "greater  East 
Asian  co-prosperity  sphere"  and  as  a  sphere  of  neo-colonial  domination. 

When  ^perlalist  reactionaries  select  a  target  for  overseas  aggression,  they 
take  into  consideration  supplies  of  raw  materials  and  fuel,  the  size  of  the 
market  for  goods,  the  political  situation  and  geographical  conditions.  The 
overseas  penetration  of  imperialist  monopolistic  capital  that  is  carried  out 
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In  preference  to  military  aggression  is  concentrated  in  areas  where  there  are 
abundant  supplies  of  raw  materials  and  fuel  and  extensive  markets,  and  no 
holds  are  barred  in  trying  to  monopolize  them.  Following  the  example  of  their 
predecessors,  the  Japanese  reactionaries  seized  upon  the  Southeast  Asian 
region  as  a  target  for  overseas  expansion  that  is  favorable  to  them. 

The  raw  materials  and  fuel  so  urgently  needed  by  Japanese  monopolistic  capital 
are  abundant  in  Southeast  Asia,  which  is  geographically  close  to  Japan.  The 
five  "ASEAN"  countries  in  Southeast  Asia  produce  81.4  percent  of  the  world's 
raw  rubber,  65  percent  of  its  tin  and  53*8  percent  of  its  padm  oil,  and  are 
also  rich  in  such  underground  resources  as  cobalt  and  nickel  as  well  as  timber 
and  jute.  Moreover,  Japan  imports  100  percent  of  its  raw  rubber,  99  percent 
of  its  lead  and  natural  gas,  98.8  percent  of  its  tin  and  90  percent  of  its 
iron  ore  from  Southeast  Asia. 

In  addition,  the  nations  of  this  region,  with  a  population  of  300  million, 
are  in  the  process  of  developing  so  that  they  have  diverse  needs  for  goods 
and  represent  an  extremely  large  market. 

For  Japan,  which  is  suffering  from  lack  of  raw  materials,  fuel  and  domestic 
market  and  desperately  seeking  an  avenue  of  escape,  this  Southeast  Asian 
region  cannot  but  be  taken  for  a  target  for  greed,  penetration  and  neo-colonial 
exploitation  and  plunder. 

Another  reason  that  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  has  seized  upon  the  Southeast 
Asian  region  as  a  target  for  penetration  is  related  to  the  fact  that  this 
region  is  Important  from  a  military  strategic  standpoint. 

The  imperialists  attach  great  importance  to  sea  routes  for  exporting  aggression, 
plunder,  goods  euid  capital,  and  look  upon  them  as  being  of  great  strategic 
significance.  For  the  imperialists,  who  depend  on  foreign  colonies  and  trade 
for  the  majority  of  their  raw  materials  and  fuel,  those  sea  routes  are  their 
life  lines.  The  Japanese  reactionaries  in  particular  attach  tremendous 
significance  to  expanding  secure  sea  routes,  given  their  unfavorable  economic 
and  geographic  conditions. 

The  Japanese  reactionaries  who  are  today  experiencing  a  rebirth  lust  after  the 
raw  materials  and  fuel  of  the  Southeast  Asian  region,  and  are  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  their  predecessors  who  plundered  them. 

The  Japanese  reactionaries  are  running  amuck  with  the  hope  of  securing  the 
Malacca  Straits — one  of  the  most  Important  routes  for  the  Japanese  in  Southeast 
Asla~as  a  secure  sea  route.  Japan  imports  78  percent  of  its  crude  oil  from 
the  Middle  East  and  I3  percent  from  Indonesia,  the  bulk  of  which  is  transpoirted 
through  the  Malacca  Straits.  These  straits  are  also  one  of  the  most  important 
routs  for  transporting  Japanese  goods. 

If  the  situation  in  Southeast  Asia  were  to  become  tense  and  Japanese  oil 
tankers  were  prevented  from  traversing  the  Malacca  Straits,  Japan  would  have  to 
use  the  Tasmanian  Sea  between  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  In  such  an  event, 
the  Japanese  crude  oil  transport  route  would  Increase  from  6800  miles  to 
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10,400  miles,  and  the  losses  suffered  as  a  result  would  amoimt  to  $1.8  billion. 
Also,  if  transport  of  crude  oil  Imported  from  Asia  was  stopped,  Japan's 
industrial  production  would  drop  78  percent  and  the  Japanese  economy  would  be 
paralyzed . 

All  of  this  underscores  the  fact  that  the  Southeast  Aslan  region  is  not  only 
a  source  of  raw  materials  and  fuel,  and  a  market  for  goods,  for  Japanese 
monopolistic  capital,  but  aJ.so  an  important  strategic  area  for  Japan. 

Consequently,  the  Japanese  reactionary  ruling  class  and  monopolistic  capital 
view  Southeast  Asia  as  the  most  Impoirtant  target  for  political  and  economic 
penetration  and  area  for  military  operations,  and  are  expanding  their 
penetration  of  this  area  in  stages. 

That  Nakosone,  the  most  reactionary  and  warmongering  of  successive  Japanese 
statesmen,  has  proclaimed  that  the  scope  of  operations  for  the  "Self-Defense 
Forces"  is  extended  by  1000  miles  to  include  the  Southeast  Asian  region  and  is 
nakedly  clamoring  about  dispatching  the  "Self-Defense  Forces"  overseas,  vividly 
shows  just  how  wild-eyed  the  Japanese  reactionaries  are  in  their  Intent  to 
renew  aggression  atalnst  Southeast  Asia. 

The  Japanese  reactionaries  hope  to  include  Southeast  Asia  in  their  neo-colonial 
sphere  of  Influence,  and  are  intensively  undertaking  economic  penetration 
schemes  with  regard  to  the  resources,  Industries  and  markets  of  the  nations  of 
this  region. 

The  rich  resources  of  Southeast  Asian  nations  are  a  most  Important  target  for 
plunder,  one  that  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  cannot  keep  its  eyes  off  of. 

In  order  to  plunder  the  resources  of  the  nations  of  this  region,  Japanese 
monopolistic  capital  is  intensifying  direct  investment  in  this  sector  over 
all  other  sectors.  This  is  vividly  proven  by  the  fact  that  in  I98O  direct 
Investment  by  Japanese  "multi-national  corporations"  in  the  resource 
extraction  sector  amounted  to  over  45  percent  of  total  investments  in  this 
region  by  Japanese  monopolistic  capital. 

Japanese  monopolistic  capital  is  not  only  strengthening  direct  Investment, 
but  is  also  using  all  manner  of  devious  methods  and  means  to  penetrate  the 
natural  resource  sector  of  this  region. 

By  the  1960's  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  was  using  the  method  of  taking 
resources,  rather  than  trade  or  providing  development  funds,  to  plunder  the 
natural  resources  of  Southeast  Asian  nations.  Based  on  the  old  international 
economic  order,  they  exploited  the  region's  natural  resources  by  selling 
their  own  manufactured  products  at  high  prices  and  plundering  these  nations ' 
raw  materials,  fuel  and  resources  at  low  prices,  or  by  providing  funds  to 
develop  raw  materials  and  resources  and  then  buying  the  materials  and  resources 
thus  produced  at  low  prices. 


Nevertheless,  when  the  Japanese  reactionaries  were  unable  to  satisfy  thdlr 
daily  increasing  needs  for  raw  materials  and  fuel  by  such  methods  alone,  and 
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were ^ unable  to  cope  with  the  shortages  that  developed  in  Japan  as  a  result  of 
the  international  fuel  and  raw  materials  crisis,  they  moved  in  the  1970's  to 
directly  develop  and  control  the  resources  of  Southeast  Aslan  nations  under 
the  pretext  of  "domestic  orientation  of  resources"  and  "Independent 
development  of  resources"  in  those  countries. 

By  providing  funds  and  eq^ulpment  to  nations  of  this  region  in  return  for 
resource  development  rights,  or  Investing  capital  in  local  development 
companies  to  obta^  mining  rights  and  development  rights,  Japanese  monopolistic 
capital  is  participating  in  "joint  development,"  and  is  establishing  branch 
offices  of  "multi-national  coiporations"  locally  in  order  to  engage  in 
independent  development. 

In  addition  to  such  devious  methods,  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  also  employs 
the  method  of  large-scale  joint  Investment  through  monopolistic  cartels.  For 
the  resource  exploration  and  development  sector,  which  req^ulres  huge  amounts 
of  capital  and  advanced  technology,  the  method  used  is  that  of  joint  investment 
by  cartels  and  monopbllstlc  capital  corporations  that  possess  the  ability  to 
raise  large  amounts  of  capital  and  have  international  intelligence  networks 
concerning  resource  development. 

A  case  in  point  was  the  joint  Investment  project  involving  such  huge  Japanese 
corporations  as  "Mitsui,"  Mitsubishi,"  "Marubeni,"  "Itozu"  and  "Nisho  Iwal," 
plus  four  aluminum  refining  companies,  in  carrying  out  Indonesia’s  "(Asahan) 
Aluminum  Plan"  in  1976. 

Japanese  monopolistic  capital  is  using  such  methods  to  penetrate  Southeast 
Asian  nations  intensively,  and  is  skillfully  plundering  all  types  of  resources, 
from  minerals  to  timber.  This  demonstrates  just  how  Intent  the  Japanese 
reactionaries  are  on  securing  a  stable  source  of  raw  materials  and  how 
Intensively  they  are  penetrating  Southeast  Aslan  nations. 

Japanese  monopolistic  capital  is  also  penetrating  deeply  into  the  industrial 
sectors  of  these  nations  in  order  to  take  control  of  their  key  industries . 

The  penetration  of  the  industrial  sectors  of  developing  nations  in  order  to 
control  the  economic  pulse  of  other  nations  and  rake  in  colonial  monopolistic 
profits  is  a  conventional  method  of  colonialism  used  by  Imperialists,  The 
Japanese  monopolistic  capitalists,  who  have  been  reborn  and  puffed  up  under 
the  patronage  of  the  U.S.  imperialists,  are  looking  to  fulfill  the  "trans¬ 
pacific  union"  that  is  the  modem  version  of  the  "greater  East  Asia  co¬ 
prosperity  sphere"  dreamed  up  by  their  predecessors,  and  are  thus  stubbornly 
carrying  out  their  penetration  of  the  industrial  sectors  that  are  the  life 
line  of  the  economies  of  Southeast  Asian  nations. 

Japanese  monopolistic  capital,  which  had  concentrated  its  efforts  on  just 
plundering  the  resources  and  raw  materials  of  Southeast  Aslan  nations  through 

the  1960's,  is-  deeply  penetrating  the  industrial  sectors  of  these  nations 
today. 

By  taking  advantage  of  the  tremendous  concern  of  nations  of  this  region  in 
industrial  development  to  penetrate  the  industrial  sectors  of  the  region. 
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Japanese  monopolistic  capital  is  using  cheap  local  manpower  and  raw  materials, 
and  conserving  materials  and  transportation  costs,  to  produce  and  market 
manufactured  goods  with  a  lower  prime  cost  than  in  Japan.  Moreover,  they  are 
using  the  "special  privileges"  granted  to  them  by  local  governments  in 
industrial  management  to  reap  even  greater  monopolistic  profits,  and  are 
scheming  to  wipe  out  national  industries  and  to  establish  economic  domination. 

The  large  monopolistic  corporations  of  the  Japanese  electronics  manufacturing 
sector  have  established  numerous  subsidiaries  in  ASEAN  nations  to  produce 
household  appliances  and  communications  equipment.  As  of  I98I  in  Indonesia 
alone  the  subsidiaries  of  Japanese  "multi-national  corporations"  numbered  in 
the  neighborhood  of  202,  ajid  I30  of  those,  or  65  percent,  were  Involved  in 
such  industrial  sectors  as  textiles,  electronics,  chemicals  and  metals.  It  is 
notable  that  Japanese  subsidiaries  are  responsible  for  more  than  90  percent  of 
the  production  of  automobiles  and  motorcycles  in  Indonesia. 

Not  only  is  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  penetrating  deeply  into  industrial 
sectors  in  this  manner,  but  is  also  taking  advantage  of  the  cheap  labor  of 
these  nations  to  rake  in  enormous  profits. 

As  of  May  I98O  the  local  labor  forces  employed  in  this  region  by  Japanese 
"multi-national  coiporatlons"  totalled  in  the  hundreds  of  thousands,  with 
54,648  in  the  Philippines,  51,849  in  Indonesia  and  44,232  in  Singapore.  The 
average  monthly  wages  of  these  local  workers  is  a  fraction  of  that  of  Japanese 
workers,  and,  for  example,  is  about  22  percent  for  Malaysian  workers  and 
14  percent  for  Philippine  workers.  As  a  result,  68  percent  of  total  Japanese 
overseas  Investment  profits  in  1982  came  from  Southeast  Asia,  the  area  in 
which  35  percent  of  its  overseas  investments  were  concentrated.  This  shows 
just  how  cunningly  Japanese  monopbllstlc  capital  is  exploiting  Southeast  Asian 
workers,  and  the  extent  of  the  monopolistic  profits  that  it  is  raking  in. 

Not  only  is  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  piling  up  such  huge  monopolistic 
profits,  but  also  is  Integrating  the  key  industries  of  these  nations  into  the 
international  production  organization  iinder  its  control.  This  is  the  vile 
"industrial  strategy"  of  gaining  total  control  over  the  economies  of  these 
nations. 

Using  this  "industrial  strategy,"  Japanese  monopolistic  capitalists  are  using 
every  method  available  to  penetrate  the  industrial  sectors  that  will  give  them 
control  over  the  life  line  of  Southeast  Asian  nations. 

They  are  penetrating  the  extractive  industries  and  primary  manufacturing 
indusrial  sectors  in  nations  that  are  rich  in  raw  materials  and  resources, 
and  are  establishing  subsidiaries  that  manufacture  parts  in  nations  where 
the  workforce  is  relatively  skilled  but  cheap,  while  at  the  same  time 
creating  subsidiaries  that  specialize  in  assembling  parts  and  marketing  in 
nations  where  trade  in  manufactured  goods  is  favorable. 

Hitachi,  one  of  the  Japanese  monopolistic  capitalists,  is  a  good  example, 
having  established  a  subsidiary  in  Singapore  that  specializes  in  television 
receiver  assembly  and  marketing,  as  well  as  others  in  Malaysia,  Indonesia  and 
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Thailand  that  specialize  in  manufacturing  .the  components,  and  thereby  creating 
an  international  subcontract  production  and  marketing  organization.  This 
monopolistic  company  uses  this  organization  to  produce  televisions  overseas 
and  to  market  them  locally  and  in  the  United  States  and  the  "European  Common 
Market,"  and  thereby  not  only  rakes  in  huge  profits,  but  also  has  the  television 
receiver  production  and  marketing  markets  in  Southeast  Asia  at  its  beck  and  call. 

Japanese  monopolistic  capital  has  also  deeply  penetrated  the  product  markets 
of  Southeast  Aslan  nations.  Under  conditions  where  trade  protectionism  is 
springing  up  in  Japan's  important  export  markets  in  the  United  States  and 
Western  Europe,  Japanese  monopolistic  capitalists  view  the  expansion  of 
markets  in  Southeast  Asia  as  a  pressing  problem. 

As  a  result  of  such  circumstances,  Japanese  monopolistic  capital  is  undertaking 
all  manner  of  cunning  ploys  to  penetrate  the  Southeast  Asian  market. 

Due  to  the  intense  scheming  of  the  Japanese  reactionaries,  the  Southeast  Aslan 
region  has  become  a  major  Japanese  product  marketing  area  which  Imports  about 
30  percent  of  its  import  goods  from  Japan,  They  are  also  establishing 
company  representatives  and  offices  in  this  region  and  applying  pressure  on 
local  governments  and  native  industries  to  increase  imports  of  Japanese  goods. 

Just  how  much  agitating  they  have  done  to  make  this  region  their  marketing 
area  is  vividly  demonstrated  by  the  enormous  trade  deficit  of  nations  in  this 
region  with  Japan,  In  I98I  alone  Singapore's  trade  deficit  with  Japan  was 
$2,524  billion  and  that  of  the  Philippines  was  $1,921  billion. 

At  the  same  time  that  they  are  Intensively  penetrating  the  resource  extraction 
sector,  manufacturing  Industry  sector  and  product  markets,  Japanese 
monopolistic  capitalists  are  also  attempting  to  victimize  such  sectors  as  the 
region's  money  markets,  insurance,  construction,  transportation,  communications 
and  tourism.  Not  stopping  even  with  that,  they  are  brandishing  their 
superficially  attractive  concept  of  "trans-pacific  unity"  and  more  thoroughly 
cementing  Southeast  Asia  into  their  economic  sphere  of  Influence,  and  are 
cunningly  plotting  to  gain  political  control  at  some  point  as  well. 

People  of  all  levels  and  classes  in  Southeast  Asia  hold  Japanese  capitalists 
in  contempt,  regarding  them  as  "economic  animals"  who  are  Interested  only  in 
making  money .  Last  year  Thai  students  launched  a  campaign  to  boycott 
Japanese  products,  and  ambassadors  of  "ASEAU"  countries  in  Japan  formally 
petitioned  the  Japanese  government  to  lower  import  tariffs  on  their  countries' 
goods. 

That  loss  of  political  Independence  follows  on  the  heels  of  economic 
subordination  is  a  truth  borne  out  by  history, 

Asian  nations  must  increase  their  awareness  of  the  aggressive  scheming  of  the 
Japanese  reactionaries,  and  launch  a  more  positive  struggle  to  put  an  end  to  it, 
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
